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ABSTRACT 


A Phase I archaeological survey of the tract owned and slated for residential development by 
the Harbour View Partners was conducted by staff members of the James River Institute for 


ne Inc. between February, 1988, and September 1991. GD 


The investigation was intended to provide specific information concerning the nature and 
distribution of potential archaeological resources within the survey area. To this end, both 
documentary research and archaeological testing were conducted. The survey area entailed 
active and fallow agricultural fields bounded by strips of woodland and marsh-lined creeks 
and large, often poorly-drained, tracts of second-growth forest. The survey was conducted 
through surface inspection on transects of 30’ or less of plowed, disked and rain-washed 
fields and through shovel testing at intervals of 75’ or less of fallow fields and woodland. 
Metal detection was employed selectively to isolate historic resources. 


A total of 109 archaeological sites were identified or reevaluated as a result of the field 
survey (Table 1). Seventy-two of the sites contained prehistoric components, while 85 
manifested historic components. At many sites, multiple occupations have at least partially 
disturbed the integrity of the earlier components, though shovel tests have already 
documented undisturbed elements at several sites. Among the most significant resources are 
several early colonial sites and at least two extensive prehistoric sites with intact middens. 


JRIA recommends that 47 of the sites are potentially eligible for nomination to the National 
Register, and that no further work is recommended for 60 sites. Phase II evaluation of one 
site, 44SK194, has already been conducted, and Phase III excavation of a mid-seventeenth 
century fortified settlement, 44SK192, has been completed. 


All recommendations are presented in terms of the need for further work, based on the 
potential eligibility of each site for nomination to the National Register of Historic Places of 
Historic Places. Where possible, all identified sites should be preserved through avoidance, 
especially those deemed likely to yield important archaeological information. Where such 
resources cannot be avoided, recommended Phase II evaluation should precede development. 
Where no further work is recommended, monitoring of large scale ground disturbance is 
advised to prevent inadvertent disturbance to intact subsurface features. 
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INTRODUCTION 


The Phase I survey of the proposed Harbour View development was conducted by staff of 
the James River Institute for Archaeology, Inc. (JRIA) for the Harbour View Partners, Inc. 
The majority of the 1,500 acres are scheduled for residential development to be completed 
over the coming. In addition to single and multiple family housing, development plans also 
include the construction of schools, offices, industrial parks, artificial lakes and a golf course 
and club house. Though not every portion of the survey area will be developed, the 
proposed development is so extensive that, for the purposes of resource management, the 
entire survey area is considered an area of potential effect. 


This report is intended to provide an inventory and preliminary appraisal of archaeological 
sites within the parcel, most of which are threatened by impending development, and 
recommendations for their mitigation, typically through further research or avoidance and 
preservation. To this end, both documentary research and archaeological testing were 
conducted. 


The field survey was conducted in several stages between February, 1988, and September 
1991. Most of the field work was supervised by staff archaeologist William L. Leigh. 
Kevin Goodrich and Perry McSherry occasionally supervised in William Leigh’s absence. 
The field staff also included Wyatt Vrooman, Garrett Fesler, John Bedell, Jamie May, 
Margaret Wood, Lauren Persky, Todd Behrens, Jean McGinnis, Dave Harvey and Michelle 
Squires. 


Artifact processing and preliminary analysis was conducted by Todd Behrens. Curator 
Beverly Straube analyzed many of the historic specimens and produced the final artifacts 
lists. Dr. Paul Green analyzed most of the prehistoric artifacts, made recommendations on 
the prehistoric sites, contributed to the environmental setting chapter and wrote the 
prehistoric overview contained in the report. Many of the conclusions concerning the 
prehistoric resources are taken from the results of his analysis. Martha McCartney 
conducted the archival research and wrote the historic overview, based in part on the 
previous work of Gail Terry under the supervision of Dr. James P. Whittenburg. Jamie May 
produced the site maps and soil profiles. William Leigh, John Bedell and Perry McSherry 
contributed to the site summaries. Perry McSherry wrote much of the remainder of the 
report. Jennifer West acted as report coordinator. As principal investigator, senior 
archaeologist Nicholas Luccketti oversaw the fieldwork and edited the report. 


HISTORIC CONTEXT 


Environmental Setting 

The project area lies in the northern section of the City of Suffolk, in the Churchland Flat. 
The Churchland flat is a relatively young geological formation that lies just north of the 
Dismal Swamp and just southeast of the Suffolk Scarp, which separates the lower Coastal 
Plain from the higher and geologically older Isle of Wight Plain of the middie Coastal Plain. 
[This, and much of the following information, is taken the Soil 


Soil Survey of Nansemond 
County, Virginia (Devereux 1933) and the Soil Survey of Suffolk, Virginia (Reber et. al. 
1981)]. 


Four creeks -- Knotts Creek, West Creek, Streeter Creek and Hoffler Creek -- and their 
tributaries drain the project area and dissect its nearly level or gently sloping plains. These 
creeks drain into the Nansemond River, which flows north into Hampton Roads Harbor. 
The most significant erosion appears to have occurred at the northwest corner of the project 
area, where an extensive shell midden (44SK19) is exposed in a 10’ bluff on the bank of the 
Nansemond River. 


At the time of the survey, most of the land was under cultivation and was planted largely in 
soybeans and com. Narrow wooded tracts bordered the streams and creeks and more 
extensive woodlands covered poorly drained upland swamps. Most of the woodland consists 
of second-growth hardwoods and pines, often with dense undergrowth. Dominant species 
include white oak, southern red oak, hickory, sweetgum, yellow poplar, red maple, water 
tupelo, baldcypress, Atlantic white cedar, loblolly pine and Virginia pine. Forests of loblolly 
pine, Virginia pine, white oak, southern red oak and hickory with an understory of gall 
berry, myrtle, huckleberry, dogwood, holly, brambles and briars are found in well drained 
portions of the survey area. Baldcypress, water tupelo, Atlantic white cedar, sweetgum and 
red maple grow in the swampier areas where reeds, rushes and bay trees supplant the 
dogwood and holly in the understory. 


Much of the woodland revealed evidence of logging and, in some cases, of prior cultivation. 
Here, as elsewhere in Virginia, fields left fallow after the Civil War were likely reforested, 
then logged in the later nineteenth and twentieth centuries. However, increased production 
of peanuts and truck crops in the nineteenth century may have moderated this activity. Sand 
mining, a common local industry, is taking place at two locations in the project area. 


Soils of the Nansemond-Kalmia association cover most of the project area and provide the 
highest probability for human occupation within the parcel. These soils are moderately well 
drained to well drained and consist of fine sandy loams, loamy fine sands and sandy clay 
loams on nearly level terraces to steep slopes. In general, Kalmia soils are better drained 
than Nansemond soils. Though acidic, both are well suited to cultivation, especially with the 
addition of lime and fertilizer. Under modern conditions, both Nansemond and Kalmia soils 
allow relatively high yields of corn. They may also have been comparitively well-suited to 
the production of native strains of corn, and thus present likely locations for village-level 
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Late Woodland occupation. Currently in the project area, as in general, soils of this 
association are primarily used for farming, though some areas are in woodland. Community 
development, another common use for this association, will come to dominate land use in the 
project area as residential development continues. 


In general, Nansemond soils occupy slopes from 0 to 30 percent; Kalmia soils are limited to 
slopes between 0 and 6 percent. Both soils are found on uplands. Nansemond soils also 
cover side slopes of drainageways, and Kalmia soils are also found along stream terraces. 
Minor soils within this association include very poorly drained Bohicket soils in small spots 
in tidal marshes, and very poorly drained Levy soils in bottoms along drainageways and 
streams. Less poorly drained Dragston and Wahee soils are on small flats and in 
depressions. 


Within the project area, Kalmia soils typically occupy the level interior terraces and gentler 
slopes, while Nansemond soils cover the steeper slopes leading down to the creeks and 
drainageways. Extensive evidence of both prehistoric and historic occupation is associated 
with both Nansemond and Kalmia soils. The minor soils are found in uninhabitable low 
areas. 


Weston fine sandy loam is found in several swampy, level portions of the project area. 
Weston soil is poorly drained, low in organic content and natural fertility and high in acidity. 
The water table approaches the surface of Weston soil at seasonal highs, and many of these 
areas were standing in water at various times during the survey. The soil is poorly suited for 
cultivation and human habitation, and little evidence of occupation is discovered in 
association with it. Within the project area, as in general, the soil is largely forested. 


The climate, morphology and ecology of the project area, like the cultures and lifeways of its 
inhabitants, have changed considerably during the ten thousand years or more of human 
occupation. In fact, these cultural and environmental changes are closely linked in a 
complex interrelationship of human behavior and natural environment. The relationship is an 
adaptive one, wherein environment constrains human behavior while offering alternatives for 
survival. A review of this changing relationship in a project area is necesary for any 
assessment of its past occupation. 


The character of eastern Virginia in recent earth history has been reconstructed in 
considerable detail by geologists and biologists. Subtle scarps and intervening terraces today 
cover eight formations of Pleistocene sedimentary deposits laid down by an advancing sea, 
along with several regressive episodes. Low energy streams drain a vast hinterland into the 
Cheseapeake Bay, one of the world’s great estuaries. 


Estuarine conditions are stressful and often result in a low number of species, but the 
unparalleled richness of food is more fruitful than either marine or freshwater ecological 
systems. Estuaries like the Chesapeake reached their peak development about three to five 
thousand years ago when sea level reached its approximate present height. 


Although not covered by the Late Pleistocene glacial advance from 16,000 to 10,000 B.C., 
eastern Virginia had a substantially different forest cover than today; boreal evergreen 
species were dominant. From about 10,000 to 8,000 B.C. the region was dominated by 
(jack or red) pine-spruce forest with some fir. This boreal forest occurred between river 
settings, while freshwater marsh vegetation developed on the clays being deposited in 
streams. 


Between 8,000 and 6,200 B.C. a hardwood beech-hemlock-birch forest developed as marsh 
formation steadily increased along streams. From about 6,200 to 4,000 B.C. an oak-hickory 
forest dominated. In wetter, swampy areas other plant types common to the region today 
were also abundant, including gum, sweet gum, ash, red maple, walnut, elm and cypress. 
Oak-hickory-pine forest continued as the climax forest until the arrival of Euroamericans in 
the 16th century. In swampy areas like the nearby Dismal Swamp the percentage of oak- 
hickory decreased from 4,000 to 1,500 B.C., while cypress-gum vegetation increased. The 
region’s prehistory is typically viewed as a series of cultural responses to these 
environmental changes.

No systematic archaeological research of the property had been conducted prior to the James 
River Institute for Archaeology Phase I survey. However, two major sites had been 
previously recorded with the Virginia Department of Historic Resources (VDHR) in 1977 as 
a result of informal inspection: 44SK18, an extensive prehistoric midden visible in an 
eroding bank of the Nansemond River, and 44SK19, the purported eighteenth-century home 
of Captain Benn. 


The current survey is the largest, most intensive archaeological investigation to date in 
Southeastern Virginia. However, several more limited investigations have been conducted 
within and near the City of Suffolk. Phase I (Sprinkle and Reinhart, 1988) and Phase II 
(JRIA, 1989) investigations at Hillpoint Farms revealed historic domestic sites, Civil War 
military sites and prehistoric shell middens, site types that are also present in the current 
survey area. Phase II investigations at Chuckatuck Creek identified 44SK65, a Woodland I 
shell midden (Reinhart 1986). Woodland shell middens have also been examined at the 
Upton Site (44SK80) and the Butler Site (44SK81) by the Archaeological Society of Virginia 
(MacCord and Butler 1983). Other investigations conducted prior to the current survey 
include "An Archaeological Reconnaissance Survey of the Area Between Wilroy Road and 
Hillpoint Road in Suffolk County, Virginia," a survey of a pipeline right-of-way which 
returned largely negative results (Bell and Platte 1986), and "A Phase I Cultural Resource 
Technical Report for Route 664" in nearby Chesapeake, Virginia (Sherwood and McCartney 
1987). Howard MacCord’s study of "The Suffolk By-Pass Trash-Pit" (44SK4) and Henry 
Miller’s “Analysis of seventeenth-Century Faunal Remains from the Wills Cove Site" also 
provide the potential for comparative data. Since the Harbour View survey, Phase II 
evaluation of 44SK194 (VCU 1990) and Phase I investigations of an adjacent 430 acre parcel 
owned by Dominion Lands (Espey Huston 1990) and a nearby parcel south of Route 17 
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(W&M 1990) have also been conducted. A Phase I survey of the proposed Nansemond 
Waste Water Treatment Plant (JRIA 1992), adjacent to the East Village of the current survey 
area, has helped expand the knowledge of settlement along the Streeter Creek drainage. 


Temporal Contexts 


Paleo-Indian (ca.10,000-8000 B.C.) 
From ca. 10,000 - 8000 B.C., during the Paleoindian period of North American prehistory, 
Virginia was inhabited by peoples living in band-level societies whose lifeways were adapted 
to a late glacial environment which was considerably cooler and wetter than today and 
characterized by somewhat different plant and animal communities. In Virginia, little 
archaeological evidence survives from these peoples in areas of the Coastal Plain north of the 
James River, while extensive evidence has been found in the vicinity of the Great Dismal 
Swamp, in the Outer Piedmont and Inner Coastal Plain of south-central Virginia, and in the 
northern Shenandoah Valley. The primary mode of subsistence for Paleo-Indians was the 
hunting of large game animals supplemented by general foraging for plant foods. The groups 
who inhabited Virginia at this time moved often within restricted ranges, the location and 
extent of which appear to have been determined, in part, by the location of sources of high- 
grade lithic materials, such as certain cherts and jaspers, and certain highly productive 
environmental settings. 


These settings include floodplains near stream junctions, alluvial fans overlooking floodplain 
swamps, and terraces adjacent to large inland swamps (Gardner 1980; Colonial Williamsburg 
1986). Many Paleo-Indian sites have probably been lost to post-Pleistocene coastal 
submergence, especially within the Tidewater. In most of the Tidewater, Paleo-Indian sites 
consist of isolated fluted projectile points in highly disturbed contexts, which may represent 
kill sites or disturbed camps. Because of the scarcity of these resources, their presence in 
the survey area is not expected. However, the proximity of the survey area to the Dismal 
Swamp, where considerable evidence of Paleo-Indian activity has been found, and the 
presence within the West Village of smaller expanses of poorly drained soils suggest the 
study area may have been the site of limited Paleo-Indian activity. 


Emphasizing environmental and cultural continuity, many scholars combine the traditionally 
defined Early Archaic (8000-6500 B.C.) and Paleo-Indian periods. 


Archai 

With the changing climate accompanying the end of the most recent period of glaciation, the 
subsistence base and settlement systems of Native American peoples in Virginia broadened. 
By ca. 6,000 B.C., a wider variety of plant foods were beginning to be utilized and a wider 
range of environmental settings were being exploited. Population within the Virginia Coastal 
Plain appears to have increased. Settlement systems were influenced by the seasonal 
availability of foods and consisted of cycles of group fusion and fission. While extended 
groups united regularly at large base camps, dispersal of individual bands to outlying camps 


was frequent. Similarities in the styles of artifacts used across the Eastern United States at 
this time suggest that groups were still highly mobile and interactions between groups were 
frequent. 


Throughout the Lower Tidewater, base camps, occupied recurrently by extended groups, are 
usually found in riverine settings. Archaic occupation on the south side appears to have been 
focused on the Dismal Swamp, where several Archaic macroband base camps have been 
found (Gardner 1982). Smaller microband base camps are found along interior freshwater 
streams. Even smaller, more ephemeral procurement camps occupy a variety of 
environmental zones. Intensive use of coastal resources began in the Late Archaic (ca. 3000 
B.C.). 


Early and Middle Woodland (1200 B.C, - A.D. 900) 

During the Early (ca. 1200 B.C. to A.D. 200) and Middle (ca. A.D. 200 to 900) Woodland 
periods, the settlement systems of Native American peoples in the Virginia Coastal Plain 
became increasingly sedentary and their social organization more complex. Because these 
tendancies were already apparent in the Late Archaic (3000-1000 B.C.), scholars sometimes 
group all or part of this transitional period with the Early and Middle Woodland. 


A number of additional trends are associated with this time period: increasing focus on 
riverine and estuarine settings and subsistence resources; expansion of the subsistence base 
with subsequent intensification in the use of certain resources, along with the development of 
horticultural practices; and increasing material elaboration, including the development of 
ceramic technologies. On the south side, the transition from Late Archaic to Early 
Woodland is marked by the shift from a focus on the Dismal Swamp to one on coastal 
locations (Gardner 1982; 56-59). Early Woodland base camps were located “at junctions of 
freshwater streams and estuaries" (Custer 1988:126). These locations are manifested in the 
study area by the junctions of the several creeks with the Nansemond. 


Although fusion-fission types of settlement systems persisted for a time, Early Woodland 
settlement was typically more sedentary and stable. By ca. 500 B.C. small semi-permanent 
villages, supplemented by seasonally utilized camps, existed in some areas. Interaction 
between groups remained frequent and somewhat fluid, but subregional differences in 
material culture begin to be apparent in the archeological record. In Virginia, these 
differences are best seen in styles of ceramic manufacture, which indicate distinct regional 
cultures, for example, in the Outer Coastal Plain, Inner Coastal Plain, and Piedmont within 
the James River drainage, and in the Inner Coastal Plain south of the James by ca. A.D. 200 
(Egloff 1985). 


Late Woodland (ca, A.D. 900 - 1607) 

During the Late Woodland period, sedentism and social complexity continued to increase 
among native populations who inhabited the Virginia Coastal Plain. The cultigen maize 
became an integral and important part of the subsistence economy. By A.D. 1500, the 
settlement system included permanent horticultural villages, some comprised of as many as 
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fifty houses or five hundred inhabitants. While villages were situated within the major 
bottomlands, small procurement sites and hunting quarters continued to be established within 
the interior uplands. 


During the Late Woodland, cultural differences between Piedmont (Siouan-speakers) and 
Coastal Plain peoples (predominantly Algonkian speakers) became more pronounced as 
populations became more consolidated and entrenched. By the beginning of the seventeenth 
century, approximately 31 tribes within the Virginia Coastal Plain were organized within a 
complex chiefdom-level society headed by a paramount leader, Powhatan. This society was 
characterized by “ascribed positions of leadership, formalized redistribution systems and 
priesthoods, and an hierarchical organization which centralized and coordinated economic, 
socio-political, and religious activities both within and between settlements" (Turner 1988: 1). 
The Nansemond, who occupied the Nannsemond River drainage at the time of European 
contact, were one of these 31 tribes. 


From 1560, the coastal lands of what is now Virginia and North Carolina were visited 
repeatedly by European explorers and settlers. The earliest contacts between European and 
native peoples during this period probably had little significant impact on native cultural 
systems, with perhaps one exception. The epidemic spread of European disease could have 
greatly reduced the size of native populations, an effect which potentially could have had 
wide ranging repercussions throughout the native culture. 


Within the study area, European contact may have occurred in association with the first 
English attempt to colonize North America, the Roanoke expeditions of the 1580’s. The 
Nansemond River is depicted on the John White-Thomas Harriot Map of Ralegh’s Virginia, 
as is a village a few miles inland of the river’s mouth, possibly within the study area. The 
map was completed in 1586 based on the results of a surveying expedition which lasted from 
July 1585 to June 1586. The details of the map make it clear that the river was explored and 
that the survey area must have been sighted. However, the failure to name the villages 
depicted along the Nansemond suggests the area was explored from the water and that 
contact with the tribes was minimal (Quinn 1985: 107). 


With the establishment of the first permanent English settlement in North American at 
Jamestown in 1607, the potential for significant change within native cultural systems 
increased dramatically. Historical accounts indicate interactions between the two cultures 
were frequent and varied in nature. Relations between the Virginia colonists and native 
peoples were relatively friendly at first, but became increasing hostile with time. The 
success of the Virginia colony eventually resulted in the displacement of many native 
populations within the Coastal Plain. 


Settlement to Society (1607-1750) 

The City of Suffolk is included within the Upper Coastal Plain of Virginia. Although the 
Upper Coastal Plain was the first region of Virginia to be colonized and remained the most 
wealthy and populous region throughout the colonial period, the environs of the study area 
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were outside the cultural, economic and demographic center of the region. 


The Native American presence remained strong in the Nansemond Basin through the first 
quarter of the seventeenth century. During this time, English incursions appear to have been 
limited to exploration and trading expeditions. Contact between the two groups was more 
often than not hostile. After a friendly initial encounter in 1608, contact between the native 
and English populations was frequently marked by violence. Smith met the Nansemond in 
the summer of 1608, then skirmished with them at Dumpling Island later in the same year, 
taking corn by force when the natives refused to trade it. Captain John Martin and a group 
of men spent part of the "Starving Time", the winter of 1609, attempting to subsist on the 
area’s abundant supply of oysters before they withdrew after a hostile confrontation with the 
natives. In 1612 Sir Thomas Dale led an exploratory expedition to the head of the 
Nansemond River. It is uncertain that any associated events occurred within the survey area, 
and unlikely that they would be recognizable as discrete archaeological sites. 


However, Native American sites from this period may contribute to our knowledge of this 
period of initial contact, when each culture was influenced by and responded to the other. 
Although the documented Nansemond villages all lay 


considerably south of the survey area, procurement foray camps and other sites of limited 
native activity may be present from this period. The nature and degree of 

culture change among the Nansemond, who fiercely resisted the English presence, may be 
addressed by the study of their material remains and may contribute greatly to studies of 
voluntary and involuntary aspects of culture change. 


South of the James, as elsewhere in the colony, the initial period of generally hostile cultural 
interaction culminated in the 1622 Indian uprising. The retaliatory raids George Yeardley 
led against the Nansemond probably began the displacement of the native population, which 
opened the environs of the survey area to English colonization. By the 1630’s land in the 
vicinity of the survey area was being patented and occupied by colonists. Settlement was 
initiated and concentrated along the James and Nansemond Rivers and their navigable 
tributaries. Patentees within the immediate vicinity of the survey area include Francis Hough 
(Houfgh), Thomas Burbage, George White and John Wilkins. John Perrott (Parrott) patented 
and apparently occupied land nearby. Domestic sites from this period should be present 
within the survey area. 


The frontier character of seventeenth-century domestic sites within the parcel, with military 
elements such as palisades and bastions, attests to the volatile relations between the 
increasing number of colonists and the still formidable native population. Even so, by 1643 
Upper Norfolk, later Nansemond, County was so densely populated it was subdivided into 
three parishes. The survey area became part of Upper Norfolk’s Lower Parish. 


Hostilities again erupted in 1644 in the second Indian uprising, in which the south side was 
particularly hard hit, and in the retaliatory colonial attacks directed against the Nasemond and 
other tribes. The survey area was within the land ceded to the colonists in the treaty of 
1646, in which the native tribes became tributaries to the English Crown. Already rapid, the 
rate of colonization of the ceded lands increased. 


Though densely populated, the region retained a frontier character. Fortifications against 
foreign and native enemies were planned or built along the Nansemond, though apparently 
not within the survey area, in the 1660’s and 1670’s. The southerly prong of the Nansemond 
River’s Western Branch is identified as the "Indian Branch" on Augustine Herrmann’s map 
of 1673, implying a lingering native presence. The same map depicts several settlements 
within the survey area. Further, the settlement pattern it implies, with colonial occupation 
following the banks of navigable waterways, suggests the survey area contained desirable 
locations because of its proximity to Hampton Roads. 


Residents and patentees of land within the vicinity of the survey area in the late seventeenth 
and early eighteenth century include Richard Hubbard, John Grimes, Thomas Tilley, John 
Yeates, William Duffell, Edward Streater, John Belcherdon and Charles Thomas. Evidence 
of their holdings and homes should be located along the four major creeks within the survey 
area. Most of the resources within the survey area should address domestic and agricultural 
themes and include the homes of middling planters, tenants and slaves. However, both 
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Richard Bennet (in 1675) and John Yeates (in 1731) bequeathed their slaves and landholdings 
in the vicinity of the survey area to the vestry of the Lower Parish. The vestry leased both 
properties to tenants. Income derived from Bennet’s property went to aid the parish poor; 
income from Yeates’ went to support the two parish free schools. As late as 1866 Yeates’ 
acreage was still used in support of public education. Thus, these properties might also be 
examined in light of the themes of religion and education. 


The rise of the plantation economy, with the consolidation of land, wealth and power in the 
hands of a political and social elite and the corresponding rise of slavery, had a pervasive - 
influence throughout Virginia. However, landholdings do not appear to have increased 
significantly in size within the survey area in this period, nor do they seem to have been 
greatly improved or developed. In fact, Francis Hough’s original patent was subdivided. 
This may be in part because the soils within the survey area were not considered conducive 
to tobacco cultivation and produced poor quality crops. Because the plantation economy was 
founded and sustained in large part on tobacco production, these soil limitations were 
probably closely linked to economic ones. Further, Nansemond County’s Upper Parish grew 
more rapidly than its lower one, and the county’s towns and tobacco warehouses (thus its 
commercial and population centers) were located south of the survey area. The area’s most 
prosperous trade was directed south toward Carolina, placing the survey area even further 
from the economic mainstream. Even so, some middling planters may have profited by 
acquiring and minimally improving small, scattered parcels and leasing them to newly 
arrived or landless tenants. Where they exist, resources within the survey area from this 
period may reflect a bias toward occupation by members of the period’s lower economic 
classes. 


Colony to Nation (1750-1789) 

Cartographic works that date to the mid-to-late eighteenth century shed a minimal amount of 
light upon how the land in the survey area was then developed. However, previous research 
into Nansemond and Norfolk Counties’ land use patterns has revealed that during the 
eighteenth and early-to-mid nineteenth centuries, middling landowners often possessed two or 
more outlying parcels upon which they erected improvements, leasing both land and 
buildings to tenants or sharecroppers, many of them probably landless new immigrants from 
the nearby seaports. Some landowners used a subsidiary tract as a plantation quarter, upon 
which they placed a farm manager or overseer and a gang of slaves (McCartney 1991). 

Land use within the survey area likely reflects this pattern, especially given 
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its location on the county’s demographic and economic fringe. Resources within the survey 
area from the eighteenth century through the Antebellum period likely include the homes of 
middling landowners, tenants and slaves. Maps from this period do indicate roads extending 
toward the tip of Pig Point and near the head of Streeter Creek. Both of these roads passed 
near the survey area and were still in use by the Civil War. Resources from these periods 
may well reflect an increasing orientation toward these roads as overland corridors gradually 
superceded waterways as the area’s main transportation routes. 


Though no major military encounters are recorded within the survey area, both British and» 
Colonial troops were reported in its vicinity. Between March and July 1776, two companies 
of local militia were stationed in the vicinity of Pig Point, just north of the survey area. 
Later, British troops under the command of Major Mathews landed on the south side of Pig 
Point and marched along the bank of the James to the Western Branch of the Elizabeth 
River. 


1789- 
In the Early National period the survey area remained outside the economic mainstream. 
The main transportation corridors were essentially those established in the late seventeenth 
century and in use at the time of the Revolutionary War, though public funds were channeled 
into internal improvements in an attempt to stimuate the state’s fledgling economy. With the 
region’s population and trade centers, the transportation network remained concentrated south 
of survey area. However, the roads to Pig Point and Streeters Creek also remained active 
thoroughfares, suggesting the survey area was not without occupants and commerce. 


The post-Revolutionary "Great Rebuilding," during which many rural colonial dwellings 
were expanded or replaced as living standards improved, apparently had not greatly affected 
the south side of Hampton Roads by 1794 when the French traveller Moreau de Saint-Mery 
observed a countryside that was essentially colonial, even seventeenth-century, in patterns of 
occupation and appearance: "Settled about are a few mediocre houses; frequently a fence 
encloses a rather large plot of ground on which is built the most primitive sort of log or 
weather boarded dwelling” (de Saint-Mery 1940:263). 


Within the survey area, resources from this period are likely to include small 
domestic/agricultural complexes and reflect a continuation of patterns established in the 
colonial period. The Early National period ended with the area still overwhelmingly 
agricultural, and in an economic depression. 


An lum Period (1830-1 


Statewide, this period is marked by improvements in transportation systems -- including 
overland road and railway corridors, which for the first time began to 
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challenge the dominance of waterways as the principle means of transportation -- and the 
peak of the institution of slavery. 


During this period Suffolk’s already established role as an important local population and 
commercial center was enhanced by the construction of railroad lines. Established in 1832 
as the Portsmouth and Roanoke Railroad Company, by 1848 the Seaboard and Roanoke 
Railroad connected Suffolk and Portsmouth with Wilmington, N.C. By the early 1860’s, the 
Norfolk and Seaboard line also passed through Suffolk. Neither line extended to the survey 
area. While this expanding transportation network must have improved the access to distant 
markets for residents of the survey area, they must have also emphasized the disparity 
between the relatively bustling southern portion of Nansemond County and the less 
prosperous and less urban northern portion of which the survey area was a part. Though 
Nansemond County remained predominantly agricultural, with corn the economic staple, 
marl production and exportation began in the 1830’s and helped improve and diversify the 
local economy. During this period the survey area consisted of forests and farmland with 
small domestic and agricultural complexes scattered along the waterways. Sites should 
include dwellings of white tenants and landowners as well as slave quarters and agricultural 
buildings. 


Civil War (1861-1865) 

Following the outbreak of the Civil War, the Confederates established batteries at Pig Point 
as part of the system of defensive works erected along the James and Nansemond Rivers to 
protect the Confederate ports at Portsmouth and Norfolk. At the same time, the spring and 
summer of 1861, the Fourth Georgia Volunteer Infantry was encamped on the east bank of 
Streeter Creek. The area remained under Confederate control until May 12, 1862, when 
Suffolk fell to Union forces. It is unknown whether or not Federal troops manned the 
abandoned Pig Point batteries. Artifacts associated with the Fourth Georgia encampment, the 
nearby batteries and with troop movements are likely within the survey area. 


The survey area was mapped several times during the war, most often by Union 
cartographers. At this time the neck between Knotts Creek and Streeter Creek was 
predominantly wooded, while the neck between Streeter Creek and Hoffler Creek consisted 
largely of cleared fields. Roads ran down the center of both necks, and forks branched from 
the central roads to terminate at buildings located along branches of Knotts, West and Hoffler 
Creeks. Three buildings also lined the inland thoroughfare to Pig Point, suggesting the 
growing importance of overland transportation. 


Landowners within the survey area include L. Ames, Mrs. Baines and Mrs. Cornish west of 
Streeter Creek, and J. P. Wise and L. Baker to its east. W. Wright is linked with land and 
buildings on both sides of the creek. That Wright, Ames and Baines are identified with more 
than one structure suggests that local landowners were still leasing improved parcels to 
tenants and sharecroppers.

The years immediately following the Civil War were marked by economic depression and 
political change. However, Suffolk’s commercial power grew as the transportation network 
expanded. By the turn of the century Suffolk was the terminus for six railroad lines: the 
Norfolk and Western, the Southern, the Atlantic Coast Line, the Seaboard Air Line, the 
Virginian, and the Suffolk and Carolina. Ready access to rail transportation stimulated 
economic development and invited industrialization. Manufacturing facilities were 
established and truck farming increased. Lumbering and increased marl production 
broadened the rural economic base. Manufacturing and commerce was still concentrated 
south of the survey area, in and around Suffolk; however, increased truck farming had a 
direct economic impact on the survey area. Soils in the vicinity of the survey area were 
especially suitable for truck crops as well as for peanuts, corn, soybeans and pasturage. An 
1887 map (Sykes and Gwathmey) indicates the amount of cultivated land within the survey 
area had increased from the time of Civil War, probably in response to this shifting 
agricultural and economic focus. 


Despite the increased industrialization and urbanization of the county and the growth of 
communities along transportation corridors, settlement within the survey are does not appear 
to have deviated significantly from pre-war patterns. The location of thoroughfares within 
the survey area remained relatively unchanged, though a new road linked Hoffler Creek 
directly with commercial centers to the south. The area remained a mixture of agricultural 
fields and woodland dotted with farmhouses, many of which had probably been occupied 
continuously since the Antebellum or Early National period. Ames, Wright and Baker are 
still identified with structures and landholdings in the survey area. Wise appears to have 
parted with his holdings in the survey area, though the name is still associated with holdings 
in the region. Mrs. Baines and Mrs. Cornish do not appear on the map. Kirn, Benn, 
Camey, Jones, Bidgood, Deans and Dr. Kemble appear to have acquired land within the 
survey area following the Civil War. Two tracts of Parish Land are identified on the 1887 
map, legacies of Yeates’ philanthropy. 


The distribution of African-American settlement within the survey area is more difficult to 
discern from documentary sources. Some former slaves likely remained as tenants. 
However, none of the government farms established for freed blacks were located within the 
survey area and few were in Nansemond County. 


Had the proposed town of Hampton Roads been established at Pig Point as planned, a 
railroad bridge would have connected the new town of 88 blocks with Newport News, and 
the character of the survey area may have changed significantly between the turn of the 
century and World War I. However, the enterprise failed, and the survey area remained 
rural well into the twentieth

century. 


World War I to World War I (1917-1945) 

The proposed site of the town of Hampton Roads became the Pig Point Ordnance Depot by 
1921. A railroad spur may have been constructed to serve it at that time. The spur was 
certainly in place by the 1940’s, and is currently abandoned. Despite these nearby inroads, 
the survey area remained agricultural. Within the region, the effects of the Great Depression 
were profound. One of the most obvious was the migration of poor white and black families 
to larger industrial cities in search of employment. 


Ww inion (1945- 
Following World War II, housing developments were built west of Hoffler Creek and east of 
Streeter Creek, presenting the first significant inroads into the rural character of the survey 
area. In the 1960’s, first the Beazley Foundation Boys Academy and then the Frederick 
Campus of the Tidewater Community College were established. A General Electric Plant 
and the Nansemond Waste Water Treatment Plant brought industrialization to the northern 
boundary of the survey area. 


Even so, except for small residential enclaves and scattered sand mining operations, the 
survey area has remained predominantly agricultural into the final quarter of the twentieth 
century. However, the proposed development of the survey area, which includes the 
construction of houses, schools, offices, industrial complexes and recreational facilities, in 
response to the recent completion of the Monitor-Merrimac Bridge-Tunnel and Interstate 664 
should provide a prime illustration of "the transportation route as development corridor" 
(VDHR 1992), the phenomenon that has dominated settlement patterns in the last few years 
of our century. 
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RESEARCH DESIGN 


Objectives 

The Phase I survey at Harbour View was primarily designed to locate and identify 
archaeological sites that will be threatened by impending residential development. The basic 
questions to be addressed included: what sites are here, where are they, and how significant 
are they likely to be? In short, Harbour View Partners paid for an inventory of specific sites 
in a particular parcel rather than an analysis of regional behavioral and settlement pallor i as 
expressed through material culture. 


However, individual resources cannot be adequately understood or described without a 
consideration of the broader cultural patterns that they exemplify. Cultures do not exist apart 
from, but within the countless acts, decisions and beliefs of individuals. Similarly, material 
culture exists as objects. However, the myriad fragments and features that constitute the 
archaeological construct of the past are meaningful, even understandable, only as possessions 
and products of people. And we can only hope to understand those people as a people, a 
society with a shared culture that changes over time. More briefly, individual sites can only 
be understood through comparison with other sites, and the broad settlement models this sort 
of comparison creates can only be said to be even provisionally accurate through constant 
application to and evaluation within local contexts. 


Likewise, the potential significance of individual sites are best understood and evaluated 
through the application of criteria developed from broad regional, even national, and 
temporal contexts. Although the survey was not designed to determine the significance of 
sites, the methodology did allow preliminary evaluation of each site’s potential significance 
for the purpose of offering informed recommendations concerning future research and 
management. 


Each site’s potential significance was expressed in terms of its potential eligibility for 
nomination to the National Register of Historic Places of Historic Places. Resources are 
eligible for inclusion in the National Register of Historic Places that: 


A. are associated with events that have made a significant contribution to the 
broad patterns of our history; or 
B. are associated with the lives of persons significant in our past; or 


Cc, embody the distinctive characteristics of a type, period, or method of 
construction, or that represent the work of a master, or that possess high 
artistic values, or that represent a significant and distinguishable entity whose 
components may lack individual distinction; or 

D. have yielded, or may be likely to yield, information important in prehistory or 
history 


To be considered significant, archaeological sites must also demonstrate sufficient integrity to 
answer important research questions. These questions are developed in association with 
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temporally, regionally and thematically defined historic contexts or study units. Since this 
survey was conducted, the College of William and Mary has prepared An Archaeological 
Assessment of the City of Suffolk, Virginia (1994) addressing the extent of the City’s known 
archaeological resources, predictive models for the location of archaeological sites, and 
recommendations for improved stewardship of these resources. Any future work at Harbour 
View should be informed and guided by the results and recommendations of this study. 


Expected Results 

Accepted regional settlement models not only help us understand the nature and function of 
specific resources, they are also useful on a practical level in the field. Because the purpose 
of the survey was to find sites, areas where it was generally agreed sites were likely to be 
were tested more intensively to insure that these sites would not be missed. In general, these 
areas include high land with well-drained, fertile soils and access to water. And, while low 
probability areas were also tested to minimal accepted standards, the failure to find large 
numbers of sites within extensive tracts of poorly drained inland lowlands did not prompt 
needless and uneconomical intensive reinvestigations. 


Geographically, the many areas of relatively high topography in close proximity to navigable 
waterways, linked via the Nansemond River to the deep-water harbor of Hampton Roads, 
provide prime locations for sites of colonial settlement. Likewise, the estuarine setting of the 
survey area and presence of well-drained terraces presents a high probability for Late 
Archaic through Late Woodland occupation, which was focused on stable riverine and 
estuarine environments (summarized in Custer 1988). These settings stabilized about 3000 
B.C. when the dramatic reduction in the rate of sea level rise provided habitats conducive to 
shellfish beds and spawning anadromous fish. Sites from these periods should take the form 
of procurement foray camps, increasingly populous and permanent microband and macroband 
base camps, and, possibly, Late Woodland hamlets and villages. Many of the sites from 
these periods are likely to be associated with shell middens. 


The survey area’s proximity to the Dismal Swamp may also have influenced the occurrence 
and location of sites, especially their Archaic components. In his study of the Dismal 
Swamp and Portsmouth area, Gardner (1982:56-59, summarized in Custer 1988:126) 
postulated that within the region the shift from a focus on the Dismal Swamp area to one on 
coastal areas occurred at the beginning of the Early Woodland. This suggests that, although 
local Late Archaic cultures were systematically exploiting coastal resources, macroband base 
camps may not have been a stable presence within the survey area prior to the Early 
Woodland. 


Further, Gardner (1978, summarized in Custer 1988:125) notes that, in general, coastal 
procurement sites form the “outlying components" of Middle Archaic regional settlement 
systems, which were focused on large interior swamps. Thus, although settlement prior to 
the Early Woodland was likely focused outside the survey area, it was centered close enough 
for the survey area to lie within its periphery. Outlying coastal procurement camps from 
earlier periods are likely to be present as components of sites within the survey area. 
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However, components prior to the Late Archaic are unlikely to be functionally and 
temporally associated with extensive shell middens, though they may occupy some of the 
same landforms. 


Other considerations may have limited occupation at Harbour View. Documentary evidence 
indicates that historically both Euroamerican and Native American population on the south 
side of the James River was concentrated relatively near, but not within the survey area. 
Although John Smith (1610) noted several “Indian Towns" in the vicinity of the Nansemond 
River -- Nansemond Town and Mantoughquemec among them -- none were depicted within 
the survey area. Thus, at the time of contact, the majority of the local inhabitants appear to 
have been settled elsewhere. Late Woodland, like Archaic, occupation may have been 
limited to resource procurement. 


On the other hand, John White’s slightly earlier (1586) and far more schematic map, drafted 
by an exploring party from the ill-fated Roanoke colonization effort, suggests that a major 
native village may have been located in the vicinity of the survey area shortly before the 
beginning of permanent English settlement in North America. If White portrayed it 
accurately (Quinn [1985:107] notes that the exploration and mapping of the Nansemond was 
probably done from the water and that it is unlikely that White made contact with the tribe) 
and its location on his map has not been misinterpreted, it was apparently abandoned or 
relocated by the time of Smith’s mapping expedition. 


European-American colonization began to fill this void in the Contact period. However, 
Terry (1988) concludes that soils within the survey area were not conducive to the production 
of tobacco, the colony’s economic staple in the seventeenth and eighteenth centuries. She 
suggests this limited colonial population growth at Harbour View. Economically and 
demographically, Nansemond County’s Upper Parish grew more rapidly than its lower one 
(which included Harbour View). Even so, by the Early National and Antebellum periods 
important overland thouroughfares extended toward Harbour View. Moreover, increased 
reliance on peanut and truck farming in the period of post-war Reconstruction and Growth 
eventually made cultivation and occupation of the survey area more desirable. Nineteenth- 
century cartographic sources indicate roads, and on more detailed renderings, farmland and 
structures within the parcel. 


Methods 
a. Field 


A 100 percent survey of the project area was conducted. Survey methods were formulated 
and implemented to meet Virginia Department of Historic Resources (VDHR) guidelines and 
insure adequate Phase I archaeological coverage of the Harbour View tract. Because ground 
cover varied from plowed, disced and rainwashed fields to forest with heavy undergrowth 
and, correspondingly, surface visibility ranged from 100 percent to 0 percent, an appropriate 
range of survey methods was employed. 


Plowed, disced and rainwashed fields with a minimum of vegetal growth provided surface 
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visibility approaching 100 percent. These areas were surveyed through surface inspection by 
pedestrian survey teams on formal transects of 30’ or less. Surface visibility in small 
sections of the cultivated fields was obscured by chaff from prior harvests and by emerging 
crops. Other fields were fallow. In these fields overgrowth decreased visibility even 
further. Where surface visibility was estimated to be below 50 percent, surface inspection 
was augmented by subsurface test holes at intervals between 50’ and 75’ or, to isolate 
historic resources manifested by sparse or isolated artifacts, by metal detection. 


In forestland the survey was conducted through shovel testing. Shovel testing was conducted 
in two stages. In the initial stage tests were conducted on informal transects at intervals of 
50’ or less and spoils were trowel-sorted. High probability areas were tested intensively. 
The first stage was intended to locate as many cultural resources as might be affected by 
impending development. In the second stage back fill from each test hole was screened 
through .25" hardware cloth and tests were conducted at 75’ intervals on transects 75’ apart. 
The transects and intervals were established with the use of a Brunton pocket transit and a 
right angle prism. The second stage was conducted to insure recovery of specimens assumed 
to be unrecoverable through trowel-sorting and to verify that the coverage was adequate. 
Transects and intervals were again reduced in response to artifactual artifacts as well as in 
areas previously identified as sites, though in general these areas were not tested as 
intensively as in the first stage. 


In both stages all shovel tests were 10" square or larger and were dug to sterile subsoil. Alli 
diagnostic artifacts were retained. Non-diagnostic, culturally deposited materials, such as 
oyster shell, were noted and, at the discretion of the field supervisor, sampled. Sample soil 
profiles from each site and stratigraphic anomalies were recorded. In the first stage, the 
number of test holes excavated and the number of test holes that produced artifacts within 
site boundaries were recorded. In the second stage this information was again recorded, as 
were the location and results of all test holes. This information is on file at the office of the 
James River Institute for Archaeology, Inc. 


Even in a 100 percent survey, variations in methods and intensity of investigation-- in 
response to differences in geography and current land use--can lead to variations in results. 
For example, a higher percentage of artifacts per site is likely to be obtained through 
inspecting the surface of cultivated fields than through shovel testing woodland. Further, 
variations in surface visibility due to emergent crops or recent rainfall can influence the 
recovery of surface artifacts. Finally, while the emphasis on high probability areas increases 
the potential for the identification of sites, it can also skew data recovery in favor of these 
locations. 


b. Laboratory 

All artifacts were cleaned, labelled and bagged by site or, where appropriately informative, 
by portion of site or test hole. All were visually inspected. Historic artifacts were identified 
according to accepted typologies. Terminal dates for historic artifact assemblages were 
assigned on the basis of the most recent diagnostic, but concentrations of earlier materials 
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were also identified and earlier components described on this basis. Concentrations of 
architectural debris, for example brick, daub and window glass, were percieved as evidence 
of the former locations of structures. 


Prehistoric ceramics were classified where possible in accordance with types suggested by 
Egloff and Potter (1982). Projectile points were classified according to well known 
archaeological taxa. Some of these classification terms, however, remain poorly understood 
and are not substantiated with radio carbon dates from unambiguous contexts. The raw 
material and stage of reduction of lithic debitage were noted. The number and weight of . 
collected lithics, including cores, debitage and fire-cracked rock, were recorded per site and 
per material. 


Site size was estimated in the field based on the perceived spacial distribution of cultural 
materials and, where appropriate, on the limits of discrete landforms. Site age was estimated 
based on the currently accepted date ranges of diagnostic artifacts, where such artifacts were 
recovered. Estimates for historic sites usually were based on complexes of artifacts. Site 
components were assigned where artifact complexes revealed two or more temporal or, less 
frequently, internal spacial concentrations of diagnostics. Prehistoric sites and components 
typically contained fewer diagnostics, so temporal affiliation was often provisionally assigned 
on the basis of one or two specimens and may be less accurate than that for historic 
complexes. 

Conjectures concerning site function were suggested by the nature, density and locations of 
complexes of cultural specimens and by classificatory categories suggested by earlier studies 
in similar regions (for example, Gardner 1982, Custer 1988). Evaluations of site size, age 
and function are thus subject to the limitations of the information made available through 
standard Phase I methodology and may be refined or revised considerably through subsequent 
investigations. 


c. Archival 

Archival research undertaken in support of Phase I archaeological tests conducted at Harbor 
View included the examination of cartographic works that are on file at Virginia State 
Library, Virginia Historical Society, Virginia Department ofHistoric Resources and the 
Colonial Williamsburg Foundation Research Archives. Use was made of indices to the map 
collectionsat the Library of Congress and the National Archives. A tract mapproduced by J. 
H. Granbery, upon which he projected seventeenth century patents in the Lower Parish of 
Nansemond County, was utilized; its data were confirmed and refined through the 
examination of patent abstracts. Maps reproduced in The Official Atlas of the Civil War and 
the American Campaigns of Rochambeau’s Army also were reviewed. These efforts were 
made to determine whether subsurface cultural features were likely to be present within the 
study area. 


Local and regional histories that were examined included Fillmore Norfleet’s book, Suffolk 


in Virginia, ca. 1795-1840; Kermit Hobbs and William A. Paquette’s Suffolk: A Pictorial 
History; William T. Jordan’s manuscript, "A Report of Farms and Their Owners in Lower 
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Parish of Nansemond County;" Joseph B. Dunn’s History of Nansemond County; and Mrs. 
Evelyn Hurff Cross’ Nansemond Chronicles, 1606-1800, Virginia Colony. Extensive use 
was made of Gail Terry’s manuscript, "History of Harbor View and Its Environs" and data 
accumulated during the course of previous archival research on Suffolk (Nansemond County) 
historic sites. Ms. Terry, while conducting research, visited the City of Suffolk’s 
courthouse, where she examined Nansemond County and Suffolk plats pertaining to the 
vicinity of Harbor View. Because military activity was known to have occurred in and 
around Suffolk during the Civil War, Johnson and Buel’s compilation of Civil War accounts 
(the volumes generally known as Battles and Leaders of the Civil War), the indices to the . 
official records of the Civil War, specialized reference works on Confederate military 
history, and E. B. Long’s work, ivil War D Day: An Alm 1861-1865, were 
reviewed carefully. 


The study area, which currently lies within the legal limits of the City of Suffolk, has been 
included within the bounds of five antecedents. Commencing in 1634, the land on the both 
sides of the James River at Hampton Roads was part of a vast shire knownas Elizabeth City. 
In 1636, this territory was subdivided, at which time the land on the north side of the James 
retained the name Elizabeth City and that on the south side was designated New Norfolk 
County. A year later, in 1637, New Norfolk County’s land was subdivided and the name 
New Norfolk became extinct. At that juncture, the land that was located nearest the seacoast 
and the mouth of the James River was designated Lower Norfolk County. Meanwhile, the 
westerly (or upstream) portion of the defunct New Norfolk County was designated Upper 
Norfolk County, a jurisdiction that in 1646 was renamed Nansemond County. In 1972, 
Nansemond County became extinct when the City of Nansemond was created by law. Two 
years later, the City of Nansemond merged with the City of Suffolk, thereby creating 
Virginia’s largest city in terms of land mass (Nugent 1969-1979:I:xxxiv-xxxv; Virginia State 
Library 1965:12,24, 32; Hobbs and Paquette 1987:187). 


Most of the maps that include Suffolk/Nansemond County, particularly those which date to 
the seventeenth and eighteenth centuries, consist of schematic representations. Although 
many ofthese renderings contain relatively little topographic detail, they disclose the general 
courses followed by many of the area’s early roads and they identify some of the sites that 
had been developed along Virginia’s navigable waterways. A topographically sensitive map 
produced by Union Army cartographer Oscar Soederquist (1863), which depicts the tracks of 
many of the region’s major and minor roadways and shows the sites at which structural and 
military features were located during the 1860s, comprises a useful research tool in 
determining the attribution ofeighteenth and nineteenth century cultural features. Similarly, 
Sykes and Gwathmey’s Map of Norfolk County (1887), which includes part of Nansemond 
County, also is an extremely useful resource. 


The antebellum court records of the City of Suffolk and its antecedent, Nansemond County, 
have been destroyed. A book of re-recorded deeds, compiled during the 1860s, contains 
land ownershipdata pertaining to the 1850s. Nansemond County’s collection of post-Civil 
War plats and surveyors records is relatively complete. The indices to Nansemond’s 
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earlier-dated deed and plat books were found to have been compiled somewhat erratically. 
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INVENTORY OF RESOURCES 


44SK18 Multicomponent Site: 19th-20th c. and Prehistoric 
This site, recorded in 1977 as an Indian shell midden, also includes evidence of nineteenth- 


and twentieth-century occupation. (ij QHD 
SS eee 
aaa (Figs. 12-14). , 


Despite a ground cover of forest and moderate to dense undergrowth, the site was clearly 
visible in even the most casual surface inspection. Dense shell accumulations spilled from 
the eroding banks of all three knolls, and shell was visible on the ground surface, particularly 
around the bases of trees, at distances up to 300’ inland. The backfill from groundhog holes 
within the site contained shell and Aboriginal pottery. 


To avoid unnecessary intrusions into the site, subsurface testing was limited to the degree 
deemed necessary to record sample stratigraphic sequences and suggest the site boundaries. 
Sample soil profiles revealed widely varying midden concentrations. Middens began from 
surface grade to 6" below it and extended to depths between 8" and 15", appearing in both 
the topsoil and the layer of light brown sand sealed by it. The midden accumulation was 
thickest along the west edges of the northern two points, but scattered shell was evident up to 
750’ east of the Nansemond River bank and from West Creek south to a small gut off the 
Nansemond, a distance of approximately 2700’. The site appears to have been largely 
unplowed to a distance of 450’ east of the river bank. Further inland, soil profiles reveal a 
10" modern plowzone. Aboriginal pottery, fire cracked rock, utilized flakes and lithic 
debitage were found both within the middens and in the broader scatter of artifacts 
surrounding them and suggest a wide range of subsistence activities. Identifiable pottery 
found within the site is typically quartz-, clay- or sand-tempered and net-impressed or cord- 
marked. Several large Stony Creek net-impressed sherds were found in the backfill. One 
smoothed and one fabric-impressed sand-tempered sherd were also recovered. The range and 
density of materials suggest this site records long-term occupation of a macroband base camp 
during the Middle Woodland period. Reoccupation during the Late Woodland is also 
possible. 


Early seventeenth-century sources (Smith 1612, Zuniga 1608) do not indicate villages within 
the survey area. However, John White’s late 16th-century map of the east coast of North 
America, from the Chesapeake Bay to present day Cape Lookout, North Carolina (White 
1586), suggests the possibility of Late Woodland village-level occupation in the vicinity of 
the survey area. Though White’s rendering of the south side is admittedly basic, it is 
sufficiently detailed to suggest to modern observers that an unnamed river flowing inland 
from the coast is the Nansemond. The village depicted on its east bank, a few miles inland 
from the river’s mouth, may well be in the vicinity of the survey area. Despite the paucity 
of Late Woodland diagnostics, the dense accumulations of shell at 44SK18 and 44SK191 (see 
below) present the strongest evidence for intensive prehistoric occupations. If a village was 
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indeed located on the east bank of the Nansemond, and if the remains of that village are 
within the survey area, then one or both of these middens are likely associated with it. 


Evidence of nineteenth-century domestic occupation dominates the southern portion of the 
site. This occupation has probably disturbed the prehistoric remains. The southernmost of 
the three knolls seems to be the site of a nineteenth-century dwelling; window glass, brick, 
American brown stoneware, whiteware, and cut and wire nails were found on the knoll crest 
adjacent to the river. A 3’ long remnant of a brick foundation, two bricks thick and joined 
with limestone mortar, was visible in the edge of a drainage ditch leading through a swale. 
from the field edge to the river. The foundation’s location in a relatively undesirable 
location, a swale between higher points, suggest that it supported a dependant building 
associated with a dwelling represented by the artifact scatter on the knoll to its south. 
Alternatively, it may have been home to occupants of limited means. Hardwood trees 
approximately 80 to 100 years old were growing from within the foundation, indicating that 
the building was demolished by the early twentieth century. A wide surface scatter of late 
nineteenth- and twentieth-century domestic refuse, including embossed baking powder 
bottles, a large base fragment of a stoneware crock and molded clear glass bottles and jars, 
suggest the site served as a refuse dump after it was abandoned. 


These historic remains are in the vicinity of property attributed to Mrs. Baines on a map 
prepared by a Union cartographer during the Civil War (Soederquist 1863). The historic 
component of 44SK18 may be associated with a dwelling owned by Mrs. Baines and depicted 
at the terminus of a road in that vicinity. Mrs. Baines also owned property in another 
portion of the survey area, so this may represent a tenant house or other leased structure, 
rather than her home. 


Recommendation: 

The horizontal and vertical distribution of prehistoric materials indicate extensive long-term 
prehistoric occupation. Despite considerable loss due to erosion, the majority of the 
remaining prehistoric component is relatively undisturbed and is likely to yield information 
important in prehistory. Therefore, the site appears to be potentially eligible for nomination 
to the National Register of Historic Places under Criterion D. Phase II evaluation is 
recommended. Such evaluation would also include the historic components to determine the 
extent of their impact on the prehistoric component and their own potential eligibility. 


44SK19 20th c. and possible 18th c. Site (HV172,176) 

This site, purported to be the eighteenth-century home of Captain Benn, is located at 18’ 
ASL on a gradual rise in the interior of a broad formerly cultivated plain bordered by marshy 
ravines drained by Knotts Creek, West Creek and the Nansemond River. It measures 500’ 
by 200’ and lies 300’ from the closest source of water. Because of poor visibility, metal 
detection and shovel testing supplemented surface inspection of the fallow field. Artifacts 
recovered through the use of the metal detector include an octagonal lead-filled rosette and a 
1773 Virginia half-penny. Shovel testing revealed a heavy scatter of brick, shell and 
predominantly twentieth-century diagnostic artifacts, including amber, aqua and clear glass 
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and whiteware, and a lighter scatter of fire-cracked rock. A hand-painted polychrome 
pearlware sherd suggests occupation in the last quarter of the eighteenth century. In addition 
to the metal detector artifacts, a piece of hand-blown greenwine bottle glass is the only 
historic artifact that may predate the late eighteenth century. Evidence of eighteenth-century 
occupation appears to have been heavily disturbed by later construction. A late nineteenth- 
century map of what was then Norfolk County (Sykes and Gwathmey 1887) labels the area in 
the vicinity of 44SK19 as Benn property and depicts a road and dwelling near the site area. 
The later artifacts may be associated with this late nineteenth-century occupation. That the 
property was in the Benn family in the late nineteenth-century suggests continuous 

ownership, if not continuous occupation. 


Recommendation: 

Because of its possible association with a known historical figure, the site is potentially 
eligible for nomination to the National Register of Historic Places under Criteria B and D. 
Phase II evaluation is recommended to determine how much of the eighteenth-century 
component remains undisturbed. 


44SK185 


Multicomponent Site: 17th-20th c. and Prehistoric (HV10-14, 19,20,26,30,32) 


The prehistoric artifacts suggest that the site was 
recurrently occupied. The main component seems to be a Middle Woodland base camp. 
However, the site was also occupied in the Late Archaic and Late Woodland periods, 
perhaps during a series of procurement forays, though micro- or even macroband level 
occupation is also possible. It also seems to have been occupied several times during the 
historic period (Figs. 15-16). 


The site is in the vicinity of the Pig Point tract, first patented in 1637, for which West Creek 
forms a natural southern boundary. Seventeenth-century components may be associated with 
several occupants because the property passed through several hands in the seventeenth 
century. Francis Hough was the first patentee; the next owner, John Perrott, was probably 
the first English resident. John Yeates acquired the property in 1709 and bequeathed it with 
his slaves to the local vestry, to be leased for the support of parish schools. The site area is 
still identified as "Parish Land” on Sykes and Gwathmey’s 1887 map of Norfolk County, 
suggesting it is part of Yeates’ endowment. Later eighteenth and nineteenth century 
components of the site may be associated with tenants of farmsteads leased from the parish. 


Because the artifacts are distributed in a number of somewhat discrete areas, each area will 
be discussed individually. The discrete areas are identified here by their original field 
numbers. The boundaries are not clear, however, and some areas discussed independently 
may be parts of the same components. 


Component A (Former HV10) Prehistoric 
This component is located on a level ridge at 13’ ASL, 200’ north of the marsh 


38 


along the north branch of West Creek. Shovel tests revealed a light concentration of shell, 
debitage and fire-cracked rock, defining the perimeters of this limited activity prehistoric 
component, probably a procurement foray camp, which measures 50’ by 75’. Sand mottling 
in the 7" layer of gray loam that rests on sand subsoil suggests the site has probably been 
plowed. 


Component B (Former HV11) 18th c. and Middle Woodland 


Shovel tests on the top of the knoll yielded both 
prehistoric and historic materials. Creamware, pearlware, coarse earthenware and wrought 
nails suggest an occupation dating to c.1780-1820. Brick fragments may have come from a 
foundation or a chimney. A sandstone grinding stone fragment, lithic flakes and pieces of 
fire-cracked rock, distributed over an area of about 90’ by 90’ on the knoll, indicate 
prehistoric occupation. Sixteen sherds from a plain-surfaced, flat-based, thick ware tempered 
with clay or grog (possibly Hanover ware) date this occupation to the Middle Woodland 
period, when it may have been part of a macroband base camp. Soil profiles reveal discrete 
layers of gray loam and white sand overlaying orange sandy clay subsoil and suggest portions 
of the component have not been plowed. 


Component C (Former HV12) Late 19th-20th c. and Prehistoric 


A wide variety of 
material from the second half of the nineteenth century and the first half of the twentieth was 
found here. Artifacts consisted of household ceramics, including a majolica hollow ware 
rim, a porcelaneous saucer rim and castor wheel, white ware plate and hollow ware sherds; 
amber, clear, blue and solarized glass fragments; and architectural remains such as cut and 
wire nails and fragments of brick, limestone mortar, slate and window glass. Sheets of tin 
(possible roofing or shed walls), several iron drums and a barbed wire fence were also 
observed, suggesting the component may have evolved from a low-status dwelling to a work 
station in the period from about 1850 to 1940. 


Evidence of prehistoric occupation consists entirely of lithics. Artifacts include quartz and 
quartzite cores, primary and secondary reduction flakes and fire-cracked rocks. No 
diagnostic points or ceramics were recovered, so it is impossible to say whether these 
artifacts are associated with the Middle Woodland component at HV11 or an independent 
occupation. The artifacts were located in an area measuring approximately 120’ by 70’. 


Stratigraphic profiles suggest that the minimal soil disturbances are the result of clearing 
associated with the nineteenth- and twentieth-century component of 44SK185. A 5" layer of 
loam and 2" layer of white sand rest on orange sandy clay subsoil. No plowzone was 
evident. 


Component D (Former HV13) Prehistoric 
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Shovel tests yielded shell, 
fire-cracked rock, flakes and one quartzite scraper in an area of about 70’ by 60’. Brick 
bits, which were also found, are probably associated with the ruins of the nineteenth- or 
early twentieth-century dwelling located 50’ east of the component. Stratigraphic profiles 
revealed a 9.5" mottled brown sandy loam plowzone sealed by a .5" accumulation of topsoil. 
The dense undergrowth that covers the area is consistent with a recently re-forested field. 


Co t E (Former HV14 18th-19th c. and Prehistoric 


Here, ina - 
large area of fields and woods measuring about 250’ by 300’, objects from historic and 
prehistoric periods were recovered by surface inspection and shovel testing. Fragments of 
locally-made coarse earthenware and white salt-glaze stoneware indicate that the area was 
inhabited in the eighteenth century, while whiteware, window glass, a fragment of a molded 
glass inkwell, and an iron lock staple show that occupation continued into the nineteenth 
century. The same area yielded a quantity of prehistoric lithic material: the distal end of a 
preform, two hammerstones, a core, fire-cracked rock and twenty-nine quartzite flakes, 
including decortification, secondary and thinning flakes. Except for four quartz 
decortification and secondary flakes and a chert core and thinning flake, all lithics were 
quartzite. 


Component F (Former HV19) 17th-19th c. and Prehistoric 


The components were identified through a combination of 
surface inspection and shovel tests. The eastern half of this area contains a concentration of 
seventeenth-century artifacts, including sherds of North Devon sgraffito slipware, Lawnes 
Creek coarseware, Spanish coarseware (from an olive jar), Rhenish stoneware, and an 8/64" 
diameter English tobacco pipe stem fragment. Other seventeenth-century objects recovered 
included locally-made clay tobacco pipe stem and bowl fragments, pieces of flint, and case 
bottle glass. White salt-glazed stoneware, Yorktown brown stoneware and Yorktown 
coarseware indicate an eighteenth-century occupation. Nineteenth-century occupation is 
represented by American brown stoneware, whiteware, yellow ware, porcelaneous ware, 
window glass, molded bottle glass and cut nails. Shovel testing revealed intact portions of 
two historic features below the plowzone. 


Decortification, secondary and primary flakes, cobbles, fire-cracked rock and two sherds of 
clay-tempered and five of smooth shell-tempered pottery evidence prehistoric use of the same 
area, probably as a procurement foray camp or small base camp recurrently occupied during 
the Middle and Late Woodland periods. 


Component G (Former HV20) 17th-19th c. and Middle Woodland 
The 


component was identified through a combination of surface inspection and shovel testing. 
Brick, shell, debitage, and fire-cracked rock are visible on the surface in considerable 
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quantities. Seventeenth-century artifacts recovered include stem and bowl fragments of 
English clay tobacco pipes, Seville coarseware (from an olive jar), North Devon coarseware 
and North Devon fine gravel-tempered ware. Fragments of both seventeenth-century and 
nineteenth-century wine bottle glass were found. Other nineteenth century artifacts include 
whiteware fragments, a milk glass button, and a piece of a porcelaneous saucer. A single 
creamware sherd suggests eighteenth-century activity. Prehistoric artifacts include large 
quantities of fire-cracked sandstone, quartzite and jasper; quartzite decortification, secondary 
and thinning flakes; and 11 small sherds of smoothed, shell-tempered pottery that date to the 
Middle or Late Woodland period. 


Component H (Former HV26) 17th-19th c. and Prehistoric 


The components were found through a 
combination of surface inspection and shovel testing. The density of artifacts on the surface 
is very heavy, and objects recovered indicate occupation from the Woodland Period to the 
nineteenth century. Fragments of a Spanish (Seville) coarseware costrel, a Rhenish brown 
stoneware bottle and an English clay tobacco pipe stem with a bore diameter of 8/64" date to 
the early seventeenth century. Many other types of ceramics were found, including North 
Devon sgraffito slipware and Staffordshire slipware from the late seventeenth century, 
Rhenish stoneware chamber pot fragments from the seventeenth or eighteenth century, white 
salt-glazed stoneware from the eighteenth century, and whiteware and American blue and 
gray stoneware from the nineteenth century. 


Prehistoric artifacts consist of two apparently Middle Archaic bifaces, including a possible 
quartzite Morrow Mountain I and an unidentified lozenge-shaped quartz example, two 
quartzite scrapers, and 10 sherds of shell-tempered pottery, including one Late Woodland 
Roanoke simple-stamped sherd, three Mockley net-impressed sherds from the Middle 
Woodland and five unidentifiable shell-tempered sherds. The quantity of lithics (also 
including decortification, secondary and thinning flakes and fire-cracked rock) and range of 
diagnostics suggest that prehistoric occupation was intensive and recurrent. 


Component J (Former HV30) 18th-19th c. and Prehistoric 


e components were located by a combination of surface 
inspection and shovel testing. The entire area measures approximately 400’ by 500’, but the 
majority of the artifacts came from an oyster shell concentration measuring 160’ by 300’. 
Most of the historic artifacts date to the period 1750-1850: white salt glazed stoneware, 
shell-edged and transfer printed pearlware, whiteware, an English clay tobacco pipe bowl, 
wine bottle glass, Albany slip and American brown stoneware. A large quantity of 
prehistoric material was recovered including almost 100 flakes, two quartzite and one quartz 
preforms and a rough-hewn partially grooved sandstone celt. Six unidentifiable shell- 
tempered ceramic sherds date to the Middle or Late Woodland, while a small Savannah River 
stemmed point suggests an earlier, possibly Late Archaic, component. 
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Component K (Former HV32) 18th c. and Prehistoric 


GPF ound through a combination of surface inspection and shovel testing, they measure 
about 140’ by 180’ with a light artifact density. Sherds of white salt-glaze stoneware, 
Buckley coarse earthenware, an English clay tobacco pipe stem fragment with a bore 
diameter of 6/64" and two wine bottle fragments indicate eighteenth-century occupation, 
probably associated with a structure represented by a light scatter of brick. Eighteen flakes 
and a quartzite core fragment indicate prehistoric lithic reduction. One sherd of Stony Creek 
net-impressed ceramic suggests Middle Woodland occupation. Two other shell-tempered . 
sherds were unidentifiable. 


Recommendation: 

The geographic and temporal range of artifactual artifacts suggest the site preserves evidence 
of occupation and land use over several centuries. The site is likely to yield information 
important in prehistory and history and JRIA recommends that it is potentially eligible to the 
National Register of Historic Places under Criterion D. Phase II evaluation is recommended. 


44SK191 Multicomponent Site: 17th-20th c. and Prehistoric (HV42-44,49-52,54,55) 


Much of the site was unified 
in the nineteenth and twentieth centuries as a single farmstead or a small community of 
tenants, probably under Wright ownership (Figure 17). 


A broad scatter of prehistoric lithics and ceramics covers the high terraces and extensive 
shell middens line the ravines between them. Diagnostic points and ceramics and stratified 
midden deposits suggest the site was occupied recurrently from the Early Archaic through the 
Late Woodland. The density of shell and other artifacts indicate the occupation was 
frequently intensive. Recurrently occupied macroband base camps were likely present in the 
Archaic and Middle Woodland periods. Cartographic sources (White 15XX) suggest the site 
may have been associated with village-level occupation in the Late Woodland, but only a 
small 

number of diagnostics from this period were present. Archaeological artifacts suggest 
occupation in the Late Woodland period was more likely limited to exploitative foray camps. 
Artifacts also suggest seventeenth- and eighteenth-century occupation, which may have been 
limited or may have been disturbed or obscured by later land use. Cultivated portions of the 
site were surveyed through surface inspection on 25’ interval formal transects. Wooded 
areas were surveyed by means of screened shovel tests at 75’ intervals, reduced in response 
to artifact concentrations or high probability landforms. As with SK185 the artifacts are 
distributed in a number of discrete areas, and the components will be discussed individually. 


Component A (Former HV42) 19th c., Archaic and Woodland 


GERD = Nincteenth-century artifacts recovered include pearlware, whiteware, 
American brown stoneware, cut nails, brick pieces, and window glass. 


Evidence of prehistoric occupation is plentiful and suggests activity in both the Archaic and 
Woodland periods. Lithics include seven pieces of fire-cracked rock, 33 flakes, three 
preforms and 11 projectile points. Diagnostics suggesting Early through Late Archaic period 
occupation include two Palmer-like points, three Morrow Mountain I points, two Morrow 
Mountain II points and a steatite fragment. Woodland Period diagnostics include four large 
triangular points (possibly Late Woodland Roanoke variants) and twelve ceramic sherds, 
among them examples of Middle Woodland Stony Creek and Late Woodland Cashie fabric 
impressed. Lithics are largely quartzite, but include several pieces of quartz, jasper and 
sandstone. 


Co: t B (Former HV43) 18th-19th c. and Middle Woodland 


Surface inspection of the cultivated field revealed a surface scatter of shell and artifacts. 
Shovel tests of the adjacent woodland encountered more artifacts and undisturbed 
stratigraphy, including an intact prehistoric midden, which probably dates to the Middle 
Woodland, on the edge of the knoll (Figure 18). 


Only a few historic objects were recovered from the 120’ by 80’ area: sherds of North 
Devon and Pennsylvania coarsewares from the eighteenth century and whiteware from the 
nineteenth. Prehistoric material is much more plentiful. Ten sherds of aboriginal pottery 
were found, seven of which are Stony Creek gravel-tempered and net-impressed and one of 
which is clay-tempered. All sherds seem to indicate Middle Woodland occupation. Other 
artifacts include two quartzite preform fragments, a quartzite notched scraper, numerous 
flakes and fire-cracked rocks, and two chunks of chert. 


A stratigraphic profile of the wooded edge of the knoll revealed a 3" layer of black sandy 
loam topsoil under a 2" accumulation of leaf mold. Three inches of lighter sandy loam 
sealed a 3.5" midden consisting of a dense concentration of oyster and periwinkle shell in a 
light brown sandy loam matrix. The midden rests on tan sterile sand. 


Component C (Former HV44) 17th-19th c. and Middle Woodland 


A large quantity of prehistoric material 
was recovered in this location, as well as a lesser amount of artifacts dating from the 
seventeenth and nineteenth centuries. Fragments of locally-made tobacco pipes, coarse 
earthenware and Staffordshire slipware date to the seventeenth-century, while nineteenth- 
century artifacts include pearlware, American brown stoneware and Pennsylvania iron-glazed 
coarse earthenware. 


Middle Woodland occupation of the area appears to have been intensive. 75’ interval shovel 
tests in the wooded ravine struck a sparse oyster shell midden, approximately 7" thick and 
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15" below grade, in an orange clayey sand matrix. The midden also contained periwinkle 
shells and aboriginal pottery. Forty sherds of pottery, all of them Stony Creek, were found 
in the midden. Nine more were found in the surrounding area, along with considerable 
amounts of debitage, fire-cracked rock, and three projectile points: one Potts type, one 
unidentified triangular and another unidentified. A power line cut truncates the site’s east 
edge. 


Component D (Former HV49) Middle Woodland 


Sa SSS ee 
GD It measures about 160’ by 90’, but most of the artifacts come from a 
smaller area in the northwest corner of the component, adjacent to a ravine that cuts down to 
the creek. The component appears to be a Middle Woodland base camp. Eleven sherds of 
Stony Creek net-impressed pottery were found, along with one quartzite preform, numerous 
quartzite flakes, and many pieces of fire-cracked rock. A sparse scatter of oyster shell, 8" 
thick and 6" below grade was observed in the ravine southeast of the central terrace. Sample 
soil profiles of the central terrace revealed intact original stratigraphy: a4" layer of brown 
sandy loam and an 8" layer of tan sand rest on orange clay subsoil. The area has not been 
plowed. 


Component E (Former HV50) Middle Woodland 
pene Five shovel tests here, in response to artifacts discovered in a 


single 75’ interval test, defined an area measuring about 30’ by 35’ and produced seven 
sherds of aboriginal pottery and three quartzite flakes. The pottery includes Liberty Hill 
cord-marked, Stony Creek net-impressed and Mockley net-impressed, all diagnostic of the 
Middle Woodland. Twentieth-century use of the area was represented by a mound of 
redeposited soil and clear glass soft drink bottles in the ravine northwest of the point. 
Stratigraphic profiles suggested erosion, logging or shallow grading has removed much of the 
original soil: a thin layer of brown sandy loam lay between 4" of leaf mold and brown clay 
subsoil. 


Component F (Former HV51) 19th-20th c. and Middle Woodland 


Cut and wire nails, modern window glass, 
fragments of charred wood, and miscellaneous late nineteenth- and twentieth-century 
domestic refuse suggest that a building stood at 15’ ASL on the central terrace of the point in 
the nineteenth century and survived into the twentieth. A shovel test on the central terrace 
encountered a nineteenth- or twentieth-century post hole, 2’ deep with decayed wood at the 
bottom, that is probably associated with that occupation (Figs. 19-22). 


Distinct middens were clearly defined in the ravines to the south and north of the point and 
along the creek bank to the west. (The midden north of the point is discussed with HV52 
because the pattern of deposition suggests shells were more frequently discarded from that 
area south into the ravine). 
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In the ravine south of the point, a very dense midden, 10" thick, of whole oyster shells in a 
tan sand matrix is sealed by two layers of colluvium: a 3" layer of mixed sand and loam 
covered by 4" of loose brown sandy loam. Though the prevalence of whole shells suggested 
a colonial origin, sherds of Stony Creek pottery were found within the midden, indicating 
Middle Woodland use. The midden covers the side slope and ends near the edge of the ridge 
overlooking the ravine, where a 2" layer of shell sealed by 5" of dark gray loam was 
recorded 


Tests on the west edge of the point and the steep side slope leading to the bank of the south 
branch of West Creek revealed another midden. Stratigraphic profiles recorded a 17" thick 
layer of crushed oyster shell in a tan sand matrix. A .5" layer of black loam, possibly 
original topsoil, sealed the midden. Sealing this layer were two layers of colluvium: a 3" 
layer of yellow sand under a 3.5" layer of loose brown sandy loam. Mockley net-impressed 
and Stony Creek net-impressed pottery and fire-cracked rock suggest this midden, like the 
other, dates to the Middle Woodland. 


In addition, a scatter of shell near the base of the point may represent a midden disturbed by 
later activity. Seventeen sherds of pottery (among them five Mockley net-impressed and ten 
Stony Creek), fire-cracked rocks, a quartzite preform fragment and numerous decortification 
and secondary flakes were recovered from shovel tests on the terrace and in the surrounding 
middens. The component apparently was extensively used as a base camp during the Middle 
Woodland period. 


Component G (Former HV52 19th c. and Middle Woodland 
aeerrninars Shovel tests produced evidence of prehistoric and late 


eighteenth- through twentieth-century occupation. Historic artifacts, which were particularly 
prevalent on the northwest side of the central terrace, include cut and wire nails, pearlware 
and a clay marble, as well as considerable quantities of brick, indicating that a structure 
stood here in the late nineteenth and twentieth centuries and suggesting the possibility of 
prior occupation in the late eighteenth or early nineteenth centuries. Machine-made brick, 
iron and shell are clustered on the surface of a small knoll at approximately 16’ ASL, off the 
west slope of the point. They apparently record the location of a small twentieth-century 
non-domestic structure. An iron rebar was found 2’ below grade, indicating that the shell 
scatter surrounding the former structure (and visible in the backfill of a nearby groundhog 
hole) is either associated with the twentieth-century occupation or has been disturbed by it 
(Figs. 23-24). 


A largely intact prehistoric midden stretches from the southeast edge of the central terrace 
south down the side slope to the bottom of the adjacent ravine. (Unstratified shell, possibly 
associated with the midden, appears sporadically on the opposite slope of the ravine.) 
Though sealed by 5" to 12" of rich black loam containing brick and twentieth-century 
diagnositics, the remaining stratified shell appears to be undisturbed. The midden ranges 
from 1" to 11" thick in the ravine bottom and from 3” to 4” thick on the crest of the ridge. 
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Periwinkle shells and Mockley net-impressed and cord-marked pottery identify the midden’s 
Middle Woodland origins. Shell, flakes and sherds of aboriginal pottery were also found 
along with brick and modern specimens on the central terrace, suggesting the modern 
occupation disturbed a prior prehistoric component. 


Component H (Former HV54) Late 18th-20th c. and Prehistoric 


The elevation peaks at 19’ ASL. Shovel tests returned evidence of prehistoric and late 
eighteenth- through twentieth-century occupation. Several late eighteenth-century artifacts 
were found, among them creamware and a fragment of an English clay tobacco pipe stem. 
Nineteenth-century artifacts consist of pearlware, whiteware, molded bottle glass, and a 
fragment of a flower pot. Later nineteenth- and twentieth-century remains are evident. A 
standing shed, the tin roof of a collapsed building, two bottle dumps, fence lines, heavy 
growth in former yards or gardens and several still-discernible paths and clearings evidence 
recent habitation and activity. Clear glass is prevalent on the ground surface and in the 
upper reaches of the rich, loamy topsoil. Evidence of prehistoric occupation was also 
located. The component includes two prehistoric shell middens: a large one on the western 
end of the site overlooking the north branch of West Creek and a smaller one in the ravine to 
the south. The larger midden consists of a 3" layer of shell in rich black loam, 5" below 
grade. The smaller midden consists of a sparser, less well-defined and more deeply buried 
shell scatter. Eleven sherds of aboriginal pottery, several flakes, and many pieces of fire- 
cracked rock were recovered from the midden areas. Seven Mockley net-impressed sherds 
suggest the middens date to the Middle Woodland. While the middens are unplowed, 
stratigraphic profiles from the central terrace revealed an 11" modern plowzone in addition to 
disturbances more directly related to the ruins and standing structures (Figs. 25-26). 


Component J (Former HV55) Middle Woodland and Middle Archaic 


i Three sherds of Stony Creek net-impressed aboriginal pottery, three flakes 


and the base of a Morrow Mountain point were found on the ridge, suggesting Middle 
Woodland and Middle Archaic occupation. A sparse scatter of shell found through shovel 
tests on the west edge of the ridge descends the side slope to a sparse midden in the bottom 
of the ravine. The midden consists of oyster shells scattered throughout an 8" layer of tan 
sand sealed by a 3" layer of brown sandy loam (Figure 27). 


Recommendation: 

The widespread prehistoric artifacts and large areas of undisturbed original stratigraphy, 
including middens, indicate that the site is likely to yield information important in prehistory. 
The limited seventeenth, eighteenth, and early nineteenth- century artifacts suggest the 
possibility that the site may yield important historical information. JRIA recommends that 
the site is potentially eligible to the National Register of Historic Places under Criterion D. 
Phase II evaluation is recommended. 
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44SK192 17th c. Fort (HV69,221) 
Originally revealed through surface inspection of a cultivated field, this site included a 
seventeenth-century fort that was excavated by the Virginia Company Foundation. > 


Phase III excavations revealed a fortified plantation enclosed in a palisade from the mid- 
seventeenth century, and another seventeenth- century dwelling, a post building that may be a 
slave quarter from the eighteenth century, and a portion of a later stone foundation. A 
considerable quantity of prehistoric material, including quartz and quartzite flakes and ae 
cracked rock, was found in the northeast portion of the site. 


A light scatter of shell, lithics and seventeenth-century artifacts leads from the northeast 
corner of the palisade down the ravine toward a branch of Knotts Creek. Local pipe stem 
and bowl fragments are likely associated with the fort. Debitage and fire-cracked rock 
indicate limited prehistoric activity in the same area. 


Recommendation: 

Fort site fully excavated at Phase III level. A concentration of seventeenth-century artifacts 
continues to the northeast of the fort, however, and JRIA recommends that this area should 
be further tested at the Phase IT level. 


44SK193 17th and 19th c. and Prehistoric Scatter (HV58) 

A large quantity of material from the seventeenth and nineteenth centuries was found on the 
surface 

Seventeenth-century material was particularly abundant, including locally-made coarse 
earthenware, fragments of three different Bellarmine stoneware medallions, flint, and English 
clay tobacco pipe stems with large bore diameters. However, when the plowzone was 
stripped from the area by a machine in August, 1988, no features were discovered below 
ground. The artifacts recovered may have been deposited in fill. 


Recommendation: 

Because no subsurface features were revealed by plowzone removal, the site does not appear 
likely to yield information important in history or prehistory, and JRIA recommends that the 
site is not eligible for nomination to the National Register of Historic Places, and that no 
further work is required. 


44SK194 17th-19th c. and Prehistoric Site (HV80,227) 


The site measures 
approximately 200’ by 225’, lies about 20’ ASL, and was first apparent as a dense surface 
scatter of artifacts in a plowed field. The site was surface-collected once on 30’ interval 
formal transects and then, when its importance became apparent, it was gridded out in 30’ 
squares and collected again with record being kept of the artifacts’ exact locations on the 
surface. Seventeenth-century artifacts include Bellarmine fragments, pieces of English clay 
tobacco pipe stems with lare bore diameters, case bottle glass, Spanish coarse earthenware, 
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locally-made coarse earthenware and locally-made tobacco pipe fragments, delftware dish and 
tile fragments, and the two lead bandolier charger caps, one with an internal starburst 
marking. The artifacts suggest settlement during the first half of the seventeenth century, 
possibly contemporary with the fort at 44SK192. 


Along the western edge of the site is a concentration of prehistoric material, mostly flakes, 
and periwinkle shells (which usually come from aboriginal middens). 


Between the Phase I and Phase II evaluations of the site, a large area adjacent to the site, and 
possibly including part of it, was excavated to prepare a road bed, and the dirt from the cut 
was dumped on the site. 


Recommendation: 
Phase II significance evaluation has been conducted by the Virginia Commonwealth 
University Archaeological Research Center, and the remainder of the site is being preserved 


44SK211 17th c. and Middle Woodland Site (HV1) 


Shovel tests yielded fragments of a locally-made clay 
tobacco pipe stem, North Devon sgraffito slipware, lead glazed coarseware, wine bottle 
glass, and flint, suggesting a seventeenth-century occupation (Figure 16). 


Initially, prehistoric artifacts were limited to six fire-cracked rocks, four quartzite flakes, and 
two chert flakes. Because this site was near the sand mining area, a Phase II significance 
evaluation was performed. Historic ceramics recovered from the test units dug during the 
Phase II study include North Devon sgraffito slipware, North Devon coarseware, Midlands 
Black Staffordshire coarseware and fragments of a Rhenish stoneware tankard base and a 
sprig molded jug and provide further evidence of seventeenth-century occupation. 

Prehistoric ceramics, including two Stony Creek sherds and four clay-tempered and possibly 
net-impressed sherds, suggest occupation in the Middle Woodland period. No features were 
discovered. Scattered shell and a flake were found through more recent testing. The site 
probably represents a resource procurement foray. 


Recommendation: 

Phase II evaluation was conducted prior to the excavation of a barrow pit in the area. The 
site was not deemed eligible to the National Register of Historic Places. JRIA recommends 
that no further work is necessary. 


44SK212 Early and Middle Woodland Base Camp (HV2) 


It includes a large shell 
midden measuring about 225’ x 500’. The midden is most concentrated in the woods along 
the creek and less so in the field. The midden accumulation and range of associated artifacts 
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suggest the site was a Middle Woodland base camp. Diagnostics, including a possible Potts- 
type side-notched quartzite projectile point and an array of prehistoric pottery types, date the 
site to the Early and Middle Woodland periods. Among the prehistoric ceramics are four 
possible Early Woodland specimens -- a Prince George rim sherd with punctuation and knobs 
over net impressions and three Prince George residuals -- and four that are generally 
attributed to the Middle Woodland -- one Stony Creek residual, one Mockley cord-marked, 
one Mockley residual and one clay-tempered and net-impressed. Lithic tool production was 
evidenced by two core fragments, a quartzite preform, two decortification flakes and five 
secondary flakes. Twelve fragments of fire-cracked rock were also found. A few fragments 
of pearlware, window glass, and nails are likely intrusive (Figure 16). Grading associated 
with the excavation of a drainage pond to the south appears to have significantly disturbed 
the site. Large piles of redeposited soil and erosion fences are visible on the surface. 
Overflow from the pond drains through the site boundaries. 


Recommendation: 

The artifacts and possible intact midden encompassed by the prehistoric component of the site 
are likely to yield information important in prehistory. JRIA recommends that the site is 
potentially eligible for nomination to the National Register of Historic Places under criterion 
D. Phase II evaluation is recommended for the remaining portions of the prehistoric 
component. 


44SK213 Middle Woodland Procurement Site (HV3) 


The site appears to record Middle Woodland 
occupation and is probably a small procurement camp. Prehistoric artifacts found in initial 
shovel tests include a quartzite decortification flake, two chert awls or burins, one red jasper 
graver, a lithic abrader that appears to be a fine sandstone pottery smoother, and a sherd of 
Mockley cord-marked ceramic. Subsequent testing returned no specimens. Soil profiles 
revealed natural soil development (Figure 16). 


Recommendation: 

Artifacts and intact stratigraphy suggest the site may be likely to yield information important 
in prehistory. JRIA recommends that the site is potentially eligible for nomination to the 
National Register of Historic Places under criterion D. Phase II evaluation is recommended. 


44SK214 19th c. Domestic Site (HV4) 

a fallen chimney and a 
visible pit disclosed the presence of the site. Window glass, an iron frying pan, nails, and 
whiteware were recovered from shovel tests in the surrounding area. Whiteware cup 
fragments date the site to circa 1860-1880, when it was probably a tenant dwelling. 


Recommendation: 


The site has been destroyed by the excavation of a barrow pit. No further work is 
recommended. 
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44SK215 Prehistoric Procurement Site (HV5) 


Shovel tests encountered only fire- 
cracked rock and oyster shell. The site seems to be a small, ephemeral resource 
procurement site. 


Recommendation: 
The site has been destroyed by the excavation of a barrow pit. No further work is 
recommended. 


44SK216 20th c. Domestic Site (HV6) 
This site appeared on the surface as a refuse scatter and partially filled-in cellar hole. It is 


probably a domestic site used as a dump after it was abandoned. GD 
(Rare ROOeTT LTTE) Shovel tests around the cellar 


produced many artifacts from the early twentieth century. 


Recommendation: 
The site has been destroyed by the excavation of a barrow pit. No further work is 
recommended. 


44SK217 _ Prehistoric Midden (HV7) 


The crest of the slope has been disturbed by construction of the powerline, but shovel tests 
down the slope revealed a well-preserved oyster shell midden. Fire-cracked rock, a core 
fragment and a grinding stone, all quartzite, evidence prehistoric activity, probably associated 
with resource procurement (Figure 16). 


Recommendation: 

The site is potentially eligible for nomination to the National Register of Historic Places of 
Historic Places under criterion D. However, because the undisturbed portions of the site are 
protected by their proximity to the powerline, the site will not be disturbed by the proposed 
development. No further work is recommended. 


44SK218 Late Woodland and 19th c. Site (HV8) 


Artifacts were found both on the surface of the 
plowed field and in shovel tests in the adjacent woods. A small amount of nineteenth- 
century material was recovered, mostly window glass. Evidence of prehistoric occupation 
consists of shell, debitage, and fire-cracked rock lightly distributed across the site. One 
hammerstone, one quartzite unifacial scraper, one decortification flake of blue chert and two 
sherds of shell-tempered pottery were also found. The site seems to be a procurement camp, 
probably of the Late Woodland period. Soil profiles revealed 3" of leaf mold on a 4" layer 
of gray sandy loam. Two parallel ditches and berms south of the site are probably the 
remnants of field border ditches. 
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Recommendation: 

The variety of prehistoric artifacts suggests the site may be likely to yield information 
important in prehistory. JRIA recommends that the site is potentially eligible for nomination 
to the National Register of Historic Places under criterion D. Phase II evaluation is 
recommended. 


44SK219 Archaic Procurement Site (HV9) 


shovel tests produced debitage, fire-cracked - 
tock and the distal end of a stemmed quartzite biface. No shell was found. This seems to 
be a small procurement site from the Archaic period. Stratigraphic profiles revealed 1" of 
topsoil sealing a 5" layer of gray loam mottled with pale yellow sand on a base of pale 
yellow sand. Though this may reflect natural soil development, it is likely the result of 
horse-driven plowing or a similar disturbance. 


Recommendation: 

Limited size, artifacts and probable stratigraphic disturbance suggest the site is not likely to 
yield information important in prehistory. JRIA recommends that the site is not eligible for 
nomination to the National Register of Historic Places. No further work is recommended. 


44SK220 Late 17th and Early 18th c. Site (HV16) 


The area yielded a 
variety of colonial artifacts including a brass tinker’s dam, a brass curtain ring, a silver coin, 
a gun flint, wrought nails, and an iron hoe blade (Egloff Type III). The site is rather small, 
measuring about 50’ by 50’. 


Because the site was in the sand pit area, a Phase II significance evaluation has already been 
performed. Test pits dug during Phase II produced a great deal of colonial material, most of 
which dates to the period 1680-1710. The Phase II work yielded sherds of Morgan Jones 
pottery, Staffordshire combed slipware, and a piece of an English clay tobacco pipe bowl 
with a crowned "WM" astride the heel, the mark of William Manbey who worked c. 1680- 
1710. No features were found. 


Recommendations: 

The site was disturbed by the excavation of a barrow pit after Phase II evaluation. 
Insufficient integrity remains for the site to yield information important in history. JRIA 
recommends that the site is not eligible for nomination to the National Register of Historic 
Places. No further work is recommended. 


44SK221 Prehistoric Procurement Site (HV17) 
This probable procurement site is a scatter of shell and fire-cracked rock discovered by 
shovel testin 


Seven of 28 tests returned specimens. 


Recommendation: 

The site has been disturbed by the excavation of a barrow pit. The site no longer possesses 
sufficient integrity to yield information important in prehistory. JRIA recommends that the 
site is not eligible for nomination to the National Register of Historic Places. No further 
work is recommended. 


44SK222 Prehistoric and 19th c. Site (HV18) 
This probable procurement site contains a concentration of debitage in a broad, thin seater of 
shell and nineteenth century artifacts. Discovered by shovel testing 


GD Flakes, including one of chert, and a quartzite unifacial scraper were 
the only prehistoric artifacts. The few historic artifacts include whiteware. Nine of 21 tests 
returned specimens. 


Recommendation: 
The site has been destroyed by the excavation of a barrow pit. No further work is 
recommended. 


44SK223__‘19th c. and Woodland Site (HV21) 


Fragments of pearlware, whiteware, and yellow 
ware were recovered, as well as wine bottle glass, window glass, and molded aqua bottle 
glass. The objects date the occupation to the second quarter of the nineteenth century. Two 
sherds of shell-tempered pottery provide the only evidence of prior activity at the site, 
probably resource procurement in the Middle or Late Woodland period. 


Recommendation: 

The low concentration of artifacts suggests that the site is not likely to yield information 
important in history or prehistory. JRIA recommends that the site is not eligible for 
nomination to the National Register of Historic Places. No further work is recommended. 


44SK224 Early 20th c. Site (HV22) 


This site was located by surface inspection of a level field 
A large amount of material 


from the early twentieth century was present on the surface in an area about 60’ by 100’ and 
20’ ASL. The forerunner of Route 624 was in place and lined with houses by the end of the 
antebellum period (Soederquist 1863). This probable domestic site represents a continuation 

of that trend toward settlement along overland roads. 


Recommendation: 


This site is not distinctive, and other early twentieth-century domestic resources exist in 
better states of preservation. JRIA therefore recommends that the site is not eligible to the 
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National Register of Historic Places. No further work is recommended. 
44SK225 18th-19th c. Domestic and Prehistoric Site (HV23) 


GD Located through surface inspection of a fallow field, it includes glass, ceramics and 
architectural debris dating from the eighteenth and nineteenth centuries, which suggest 
domestic occupation during that period. Nineteenth-century ceramics include a brown 
stoneware jar base and bottle neck and a white ware plate base. Earlier nineteenth-century 
and eighteenth-century examples include hand-painted pearlware, creamware, Pennsylvania: 
slipware, English brown stoneware and Buckley and local coarseware. Both hand blown and 
molded bottle glass was found, reinforcing the eighteenth and nineteenth century date of 
occupation. Brick fragments and other architectural debris suggest a building with a brick 
foundation or chimney stood here. This site likely records one or more elements of a 
nineteenth-century farmstead, possibly under Wright ownership, with origins in the 
eighteenth or late seventeenth century. 


Two shell-tempered ceramic sherds, three quartzite flakes and a quartz Halifax-type side 
notched point suggest limited prehistoric activity in both Late Woodland and Middle Archaic 
times. 


Recommendation: 

The density and temporal range of artifacts, and its proximity to contemporary and possibly 
associated sites 44SK226, 44SK227, 44SK229 and 44SK230, suggests that the site may 
represent occupation over portions of three centuries. The site is likely to yield information 
important in history and thus is potentially eligible for nomination to the National Register of 
Historic Places under Criterion D. Phase II evaluation is recommended. 


44SK226 17th-19th c. and Middle Woodland Site (HV24) 


Located through surface inspection of a cultivated 
field, it entails a heavy scatter of historic artifacts which suggest occupation from the late 
seventeenth through nineteenth centuries, and a lighter scatter of prehistoric materials. 


Historic ceramics span three centuries and include Rhenish, Rhenish brown, English brown 
and white salt glaze stoneware; Chinese overglaze and underglaze porcelain; local, North 
Devon, Buckley, and Pennsylvania coarsewares, Staffordshire combed and sgraffito and 
North Devon scraffito slipware, delftware, creamware, pearlware and white ware. Forms 
extend from tea bowls to chamber pots. Local and English pipe stems and bowls with a 
wide range of bore diameters and stylistic details reinforce this broad temporal range. 
Architectural debris includes brick and wrought nails. 


Within this generalized historic scatter, one concentration of materials from the nineteenth 


century and one appearing to date between 1780 and 1820 were evident, suggesting 
nineteenth century structures may have been located in these areas. Almost all the window 
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glass recovered was modern, but the large quantity of earlier domestic specimens indicates 
occupation in the seventeenth and eighteenth centuries as well. 


It is possible that this site represents a small late seventeenth-century settlement that grew 
and evolved through the eighteenth century into a nineteenth-century farmstead, which 
eventually included 44SK225, 44SK227, 44SK229, and 44SK230. By this time the site was 
under Wright ownership and may have been occupied by the owners or their tenants. 


Prehistoric specimens include quartz and quartzite flakes, fire-cracked rock and a sherd of . 
Mockley cord-marked pottery, suggesting Middle Woodland resource procurement. 


Recommendation: 

The density and temporal range of historic specimens suggest that the site may represent 
domestic occupation over three centuries. The site is likely to yield information important in 
history and thus is potentially eligible for nomination to the National Register of Historic 
Places under Criterion D. Phase II evaluation is recommended. 


44SK227 Late 18th-19th c. Site (HV25)

GP consists of a light scatter of shell and a few diagnostic artifacts. White salt-glaze 
stoneware and whiteware date the site to the eighteenth and nineteenth centuries. An isolated 


proximal fragment of a Savannah River blade may be associated with the lithic scatter at the 
nearby 44SK228. 


Recommendation: 

Though it yielded few artifacts, the proximity of the site to contemporary and possibly 
associated sites of potential significance suggests that it is likely to yield information 
important in history. JRIA recommends that the site is potentially eligible for nomination to 
the National Register of Historic Places under Criterion D. Phase II evaluation is 
recommended. 


44SK228 _ Prehistoric Procurement Site (HV27)

work is recommended. 
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44SK229 19th c. Site (HV28)

of a nineteenth-century farmstead, and is possibly related to Site 44SK226. 
Recommendation: 
Despite limited artifactual evidence, the proximity of the site to contemporary and possibly 
associated sites of potential significance suggests it it is likely to yield information important 
in history. JRIA recommends that the site is potentially eligible for nomination to the 
National Register of Historic Places under Criterion D. Phase II evaluation is recommended. 


44SK230 19th c. Site (HV29) 

is site is perhaps best understood 
as a portion of a nineteenth-century farmstead, the seat of which probably lay at 44SK226. 
See that site description. 
Recommendation: 
Despite limited artifactual evidence, the proximity of the site to contemporary and possibly 
associated sites of potential significance suggests it may be likely to yield information 
important in history. JRIA recommends that the site is potentially eligible for nomination to 
the National Register of Historic Places under Criterion D. Phase II evaluation is 
recommended. 


44SK231 18th-19th c. Domestic Site (HV31) 


The site is 150’ by 200’ and 
consists of a surface scatter of oyster shell and artifacts. A small amount of debitage and 
fire-cracked rock was present. Historic artifacts include locally-made clay tobacco pipe 
stem, Staffordshire slipware, Buckley coarse earthenware, case bottle glass, white salt-glaze 
stoneware, and creamware, all dating to the eighteenth-century. Pearlware, whiteware, 
yellow ware, and molded bottle glass show that the site continued in use into the mid- 
nineteenth century. Brick and slate, probably from a domestic structure, were also found. 
The site may have been occupied by tenants of the parish land, bequeathed by John Yeates 
for the support of free parish schools. 


Recommendation: 

The density and range of artifacts suggest that the site is likely to yield information important 
in history. The site is potentially eligible for nomination to the National Register of Historic 
Places under Criterion D. Phase II evaluation is recommended. 


44SK238 Prehistoric Shell Midden (HV39) 


This small midden, measuring only about 6” by 6’ (aD 
ERE ea ee pieces of fire-reddened rock were found in a shovel 


test within the midden, which is probably associated with a limited episode of resource 
procurement. The midden is about 9" deep and has not been disturbed by modern 
mechanized plowing (Figure 16). 
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Recommendation: 

The undisturbed midden is likely to yield information important in prehistory. JRIA 
recommends that the site is potentially eligible for nomination to the National Register of 
Historic Places under Criterion D. Phase II evaluation is recommended. 


44SK239 Later nineteenth-Century and Prehistoric Site (HV40) 
Discovered by surface inspection of a plowed field, 


It is not large, 
about 100’ by 150’, and the artifact density is light. The historic materials -- Albany slip - 
stoneware, whiteware, molded aqua bottle glass -- indicate occupation in the period 1850- 
1900. One of three shovel tests on.the formerly plowed field margin returned a clear glass 
fragment. A few flakes and fire-cracked rock suggest limited prehistoric activity (Figure 
16).. 


Recommendation: 
Sparse artifacts and impact from plowing suggest that the site is not eligible for nomination 
to the National Register of Historic Places. No further work is recommended. 


44SK240 Prehistoric Site with Light 19th c. Scatter (HV41) 


= only nineteenth-century artifacts found during surface inspection were one 


tobacco pipe bowl fragment, one sherd of whiteware and a nail fragment. Prehistoric 
material consists of two quartzite scrapers and several flakes, one of chert. The prehistoric 
component probably records an ephemeral episode of resource procurement (Figure 16). 


Recommendation: 

Sparse artifacts and evidence impact from plowing suggest that the site is unlikely to be 
eligible for nomination to the National Register of Historic Places. No further work is 
recommended. 


44SK241 Early 20th c. Dwelling (HV46) 
This site is visible as a brick scatter and part of a brick foundation on the surface of a 
plowed field and in its wooded margin. 

Artifacts from the first half of this century are 
thickly distributed around the foundation, and no evidence of earlier occupation was found 
(Figure 16). 

Recommendation: 

This site is not particularly distinctive, and similar resources exist in better states of 
preservation. JRIA recommends that the site is not eligible for nomination to the National 
Register of Historic Places. No further work is recommended. 


44SK242 Prehistoric Site with Light Historic Scatter (HV47) 
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GERD 1: is rather small, about 40’ by 50’, and is visible on the surface of a plowed 
field as a thin scatter of oyster shell. A number of flakes and fire-cracked rocks were found, 
along with one quartzite hammerstone or mortar, suggesting a resource procurement foray in 
an undetermined period of prehistory. A few eighteenth and nineteenth century artifacts 
were found, including molded bottle glass, and sherds of whiteware, colonoware and locally- 
made coarse earthenware. 


Recommendation: 
Sparse artifacts and impact from plowing suggest this site is not eligible for nomination to . 
the National Register of Historic Places. No further work is recommended. 


44SK243 Multicom it Site: Woodland and 18th-20th c. Sites (HV48) 


A small amount of eighteenth-, nineteenth- and twentieth-century 
material was recovered from shovel tests and surface inspection, as were five flakes, fire- 
cracked rock, a fine-grained quartzite preform and one sherd of prehistoric shell-tempered 
pottery, probably from the Middle or Late Woodland. The limited prehistoric artifacts 
suggest resource procurement, although they may be the disturbed remnant of more intensive 
occupation. 


Recommendation: 
Due to extensive soil disturbance, the site is not eligible for nomination to the National 
Register of Historic Places. No further work is recommended. 


44SK244 Prehistoric Procurement Site (HV53) 

This small site, 40’ by 40’, 

Initially, three of 11 shovel tests produced a broken quartzite preform and 
three flakes. Subsequent tests returned a piece of shell. The site probably records a resource 
procurement foray. Stratigraphic profiles revealed natural soil development (Figure 16). 


Recommendation: 
The lack of artifactual evidence suggests that the site is not eligible for nomination to the 
National Register of Historic Places. No further work is recommended. 


44SK246 19th c. Domestic Site (HV57) 
This site consists of a moderate concentration of late eighteenth- and nineteenth-century 
material recovered through surface inspectio: 

Objects recovered include creamware, 
pearlware, whiteware, yellow ware, porcelaneous ceramics, Albany slip stoneware, an 
English brown stoneware beer bottle neck, wine bottle glass, and molded aqua bottle glass. 
The site measures about 170’ by 190’. A smaller concentration of brick pieces probably 
shows where a structure, likely a dwelling, was located. 
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Recommendation: 

The density and range of artifacts suggest that the site is likely to yield information important 
in history. JRIA recommends that the site is potentially eligible for nomination to the 
National Register of Historic Places under Criterion D. Phase II evaluation is recommended. 


44SK247 Late 18th-19th c. Domestic Site (HV59) 


This small site measures a about 90’ = ee : 
Strewn on the plowed 


surface here are brick, shell, and late eighteenth- and nineteenth-century artifacts: 
creamware, pearlware, whiteware, Albany slip stoneware, Pennsylvania coarse earthenware, 
yellow ware, and porcelaneous ceramics. 


Recommendation: 

The density and range of artifacts suggests that the site is likely to yield information 

_ important in history. JRIA recommends that the site is potentially eligible for nomination to 
the National Register of Historic Places under Criterion D. Phase II evaluation is 
recommended. 


44SK248 Multicomponent Site: 17th-19th c. and Prehistoric (HV60) 

This 40’ by 60’ site yielded a large quantity of artifacts from many periods. A heavy 
concentration of debitage, along with some fire-cracked rock, one quartzite preform, and one 
aboriginal ceramic sherd, visible on the plowed surface, indicate prehistoric occupation. The 
site records lithic tool manufacture or curation, possibly associated with repeated episodes of 
resource procurement or a microband base camp. It is similar to QI) 44SK249 and 
probably records similar or related activity. 


Four English clay tobacco pipe stems with 7/64” bore diameters, North Devon and Spanish 
coarsewares, case bottle glass, and six pieces of flint suggest that the site was occupied in the 
first half of the seventeenth century. Staffordshire slipware, creamware, Buckley coarse 
earthenware, Rhenish stoneware, and several more English clay tobacco pipe stems show 
substantial eighteenth-century settlement. Pearlware, whiteware, American stoneware, 
molded glass, and an 1885 penny are evidence that occupation continued well into the 
nineteenth century. 


Recommendation: 

The temporal range of the artifacts suggests that the site represents occupation over three 
centuries, and is likely to yield information important in history. JRIA recommends that the 
Site is potentially eligible for nomination to the National Register of Historic Places under 
Criterion D. Phase II evaluation is recommended. 


44SK249 Multicomponent Site: Prehistoric and 18th and 19th c. (HV61,64) 
This large site, measuring about 400’ by 500’, 
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The site was located by surface inspection of a 
plowed field. The area is heavily strewn with debitage. It also yielded a number of fire- 
cracked rocks and one Stony Creek cord-marked sherd dating to the Middle Woodland. The 
artifacts are likely the residue of repeated procurement forays, or possibly of a microband 
base camp. 


A large amount of historic material was also recovered. Yorktown stoneware, delftware, 
creamware, North Devon coarseware, white salt-glaze stoneware, case bottle glass and 
English clay tobacco pipe stems and bowls suggest eighteenth-century occupation, while 
American brown stoneware, pearlware, whiteware, porcelaneous ceramic, and milk glass 
buttons indicate that occupation continued into the nineteenth century. 


Recommendation: 

The density and range of artifacts suggests that the site is likely to yield information 
important in history and prehistory. JRIA recommends that the site is potentially eligible for 
nomination to the National Register of Historic Places under Criterion D. Phase II 
evaluation is recommended. 


44SK250 Multicom t Site: Prehistoric and 17th-20th c. (HV62,63,65,66) 
The site includes a surface scatter of 


materials from the Late Archaic period of prehistory through the twentieth century. Material 
from the nineteenth and twentieth centuries -- including several nineteenth-century 
stonewares, nineteenth-century porcelain, white ware and yellow ware -- is scattered 
throughout the area, but is heaviest just north of a standing barn. These materials may be 
associated with Mrs. Cornish, who had a house in the vicinity at the time of the Civil War 
(Soederquist 1863), or the Bidgood occupancy during the period of post-war reconstruction 
and growth (Sykes and Gwathmey 1887). 


The prehistoric artifacts are concentrated in an area of about 400’ by 425’, southwest of the 
barn. They include, in addition to large quantities of debitage and fire-cracked rock, ten 
aboriginal ceramic sherds (most of which date to the Middle Woodland) and three Savannah 
River-type bifaces. The area may have been a frequently reoccupied procurement camp, or 
possibly a microband base camp in both the Late Archaic and Middle Woodland periods. 


Colonial material is scattered throughout the site, but is densest in an area about 240’ by 
175’, west of the barn. Here a few objects were found that seem to date to early in the 
seventeenth century: large-bore English clay tobacco pipe stems and a fragment of a Rhenish 
brown bellarmine medallion. These may mark the location of a pre-1650 dwelling. Objects 
from the late seventeenth century and eighteenth century were more common: white salt- 
glazed stoneware, delftware, Staffordshire slipware and coarseware (including Midlands 
blackware and iron glaze), North Devon slipware and coarseware, Rhenish blue and gray 
stoneware, Whieldon ware, creamware, pearlware, and wine bottle glass. With the earlier 
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and later artifacts, these suggest continuous historic occupation, or frequent reoccupation, of 
the site from the first half of the seventeenth century through the twentieth. 


Recommendation: 

Evidence of frequent occupation suggests that the site is likely to yield information important 
in history and prehistory. JRIA recommends that the site is potentially eligible to the 
National Register of Historic Places under Criterion D. Phase II evaluation is recommended. 


44SK251 18th-19th c. Domestic Site (HV68) 


€ site measures about 40’ by 70’, but most of the 
artifacts were found through surface inspection of a smaller area where oyster shell is thickly 
distributed on the surface. A variety of material from the eighteenth and nineteenth centuries 
was recovered. eighteenth-century artifacts include Staffordshire combed slipware, Rhenish 
blue and gray stoneware, delftware, and Rouen faience. American brown stoneware, 
pearlware, whiteware, and a milk glass cameo date to the nineteenth century. Some brick 
and window glass was also found. The site is close to the larger SK252, which dates to the 
same period, and may be related to it. A retouched flake and a Mockley net-impressed sherd 
evidence limited occupation during the Middle Woodland as well. 


Recommendation: 

The density and temporal range of artifacts, and the proximity of the site to a similar, 
potentially significant site, suggests that site is likely to yield information important in 
history. JRIA recommends that the site is potentially eligible for nomination to the National 
Register of Historic Places under Criterion D. Phase II evaluation is recommended. 


44SK252 Multicomponent Site: 17th,18th, and 19th c. and Prehistoric (HV70,75) 


The prehistoric 
material, including quartz, quartzite, chert and jasper flakes and quartz and chert cores, is 
part of a 350’ by 300’ surface scatter along the ridgeline. The site’s elevation peaks at 18’ 
ASL. A sherd of Stony Creek pottery was found through surface inspection of the southwest 
comer of the site, dating at least part of the occupation to the Middle Woodland, though the 
predominance of lithics suggests earlier occupation as well. The site may record lithic 
reduction associated with a large resource procurement camp or with a lithic station of a 
microband base camp. 


The site includes two concentrations of historic material: one in an area measuring 100 by 75 
ft. on the point overlooking the creek, and another approximately 150 ft. in diameter midway 
between the creek and site 44SK192. Some of the material recovered dates to about the 
same period as that from the nearby site 44SK251. Other artifacts appear to be 
contemporary with occupation of the seventeenth-century fort, 44SK192. Artifacts include 
fragments of English large-bore pipe stems and milled bowls Lawnes Creek, Yorktown and 
other locally-made coarse earthenware from the seventeenth century, Staffordshire combed 
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slipware, Astbury ware, delftware, and creamware from the eighteenth century and 
pearlware, whiteware, American brown stoneware, yellow ware, and a milk glass button 
from the nineteenth century. A considerable amount of brick, slate, and window glass was 
also found. This site, together with 44SK251, probably represents a plantation and farmstead 
from the period 1700-1850. The site also likely includes outlying elements of an earlier 
seventeenth-century settlement associated with 44SK192. 


Recommendation: 

The density and temporal range of artifacts, and the proximity of the site to similar, 
potentially significant sites, suggests that the site is likely to yield information important in 
history and prehistory. JRIA recommends that the site is potentially eligible for nomination 
to the National Register of Historic Places under Criterion D. Phase II evaluation is 
recommended. 


44SK253 18th and 19th c. Site (1V71) 


On the surface of the field in an 
area measuring about 50’ by 35’ were scattered a small number of eighteenth and nineteenth- 
century artifacts, including North Devon and Pennsylvania coarsewares, a fragment of an 
English clay tobacco pipe stem with a bore diameter of 5/64", pearlware, whiteware, and 
molded amber bottle glass. A few tiny pieces of brick were the only architectural remains. 
The site is too small to represent, by itself, a settlement; perhaps it is related to 44SK251, 
44SK252 or both. A chert scraper or burin was the only prehistoric find. 


Recommendation: 

The density and temporal range of artifacts, and the proximity of the site to similar 
potentially significant sites, suggests that the site is likely to yield information important in 
history. JRIA recommends that the site is potentially eligible to the National Register of 
Historic Places under Criterion D. Phase II evaluation is recommended. 


44SK254 Prehistoric Site with Historic Scatter (HV72) 


The entire area 
is strewn with oyster and clam shells. Except for the shell, the prehistoric material consists 
entirely of lithics, including flakes, fire-cracked rocks and a quartzite preform. The site may 
be a plowed midden associated with a microband base camp, possibly occupied during the 
Archaic period. The historic material is very sparse and ranges from an eighteenth-century 
creamware sherd through a late nineteenth-century porcelaneous doll. The site was 
discovered through surface inspection of a cultivated field. 


Recommendation: 

The density of shell and concentration of prehistoric lithics suggests that the site is likely to 
yield information important in prehistory. JRIA recommends that the site is potentially 
eligible for nomination to the National Register of Historic Places under Criterion D. Phase 
II evaluation is recommended for the prehistoric component. 
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44SK255 Middle Woodland Site with 19th c. Scatter (HV73) 
Measuring only 40’ by 40’ 

Surface inspection of the cultivated area produced five sherds of 
aboriginal pottery -- two of which are Mockley net-impressed from the Middle Woodland -- 
a rhyolite preform, and a moderate amount of oyster shell, debitage, and fire-cracked rock. 
The site is probably a small procurement camp. nineteenth-century pearlware and wine 
bottle glass were also recovered. 


Recommendation: 
The range of prehistoric materials suggests the site is likely to yield information important in 
prehistory. JRIA recommends that the site is potentially eligible for nomination to the 
National Register of Historic Places under Criterion D. Phase II evaluation is recommended 
for the prehistoric component. 


44SK256 17th-19th c. Site (HV74) 

It is 
large, approximately 275’ by 275’, but the artifact density is very light. Examples of 
seventeenth-century artifacts from the site are four fragments of English clay tobacco pipe 
stems (one 9/64"), pipe bowl pieces (including one heel stamped "WE"), North Devon and 
locally-made coarse earthenwares, and one sherd of Rhenish brown stoneware and another of 
blue and gray stoneware. A few eighteenth- and nineteenth-century objects were also 
recovered, including English clay tobacco pipe stems with small bores, a milk glass button, 
and molded aqua glass. The eighteenth- and nineteenth-century material is likely intrusive 
from nearby sites. The site was located through surface inspection of a cultivated field. 


Recommendation: 

The site’s proximity to the possibly contemporary Site 44SK192 suggests that the site is 
likely to yield information important in history. The site is potentially eligible for 
nomination to the National Register of Historic Places under Criterion D. Phase II 
evaluation is recommended. 


44SK257 Multicomponent Site: 18th and 19th c. and Prehistoric (HV76) 


It is large, measuring about 225’ by 225’, but the 
artifact density is comparatively light. Objects from at least four periods are present on the 
surface, but not in sufficient concentrations to indicate intensive occupation in any of them. 
The eighteenth century is represented by Yorktown brown stoneware, English clay tobacco 
pipe bowls, and Staffordshire slipware, and the nineteenth century by pearlware, whiteware 
and Pennsylvania slipware, suggesting a date range of c.1750-1850. Prehistoric artifacts 
include fire-cracked rock, 20 flakes, two cores and a jasper unifacial burin. A Stony Creek 
net-impressed sherd dating to the Middle Woodland and a Middle Archaic Morrow Mountain 
I projectile point fragment indicate at least two episodes of prehistoric activity, probably for 
the purpose of resource procurement. 
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Recommendation: 

Because the artifacts do not indicate significant occupation in any period, the site does not 
appear to be eligible for nomination to the National Register of Historic Places. No further 
work is recommended. 


44SK258 Multicomponent Site: 18th and 19th c. and Prehistoric (HV78) 

It 
is very rich in prehistoric lithics, including 49 flakes, a quartzite biface fragment and a large 
amount of fire-cracked rock. No pottery was present. The site may have been a lithic work 
Station, possibly associated with resource procurement forays or a microband base camp 
sometime in the Archaic period. The historic material includes creamware and Staffordshire 
combed slipware from the eighteenth century and bone china, pearlware, and whiteware from 
the nineteenth century. The site was located through surface inspection of a cultivated field. 


Recommendation: 

Because the artifacts do not indicate significant occupation in any period, the site does not 
appear to be eligible to the National Register of Historic Places. No further work is 
recommended. 


44SK259 Multicomponent Site: 18th and 19th c. and Middle Woodland (HV77,79) 


GE he prehistoric material is concentrated on the tip of the point, where a 
resource procurement camp was probably located in the Middle Woodland period. Artifacts 
include ten Stony Creek sherds, two quartzite bifaces, a quartzite preform, a moderate scatter 
of flakes and a light scatter of fire-cracked rock. Artifacts from the eighteenth and 
nineteenth centuries were scattered lightly across the plowed surface of the whole point, an 
area of approximately 200’ by 500’. eighteenth-century artifacts include white salt-glaze 
stoneware, Rhenish blue and gray stoneware, creamware, Staffordshire slipware and 
Midlands Blackware. Pearlware, whiteware, porcelaneous ceramic, yellow ware, and 
machine-molded glass date from the nineteenth-century. 


Recommendation: 

The concentration of prehistoric ceramics and lithics suggests that the site is likely to yield 
information important in prehistory. Thus, the site is potentially eligible for nomination to 
the National Register of Historic Places under Criterion D. Phase II evaluation is 
recommended. 


44SK260 17th-19th c. Domestic Site (HV81) 


A thin scatter of seventeenth-century artifacts was 
found through surface inspection of an area measuring 200’ by 300’. English clay tobacco 
pipe stems, North Devon coarse earthenware, case botttle glass and flint may indicate a small 
site from that period or may simply be isolated material from the periphery of 44SK194, the 
large seventeenth-century site nearby. Much more material from the eighteenth and 
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nineteenth centuries was collected. Yorktown brown stoneware, Rhenish stoneware, 
Staffordshire and Yorktown coarse earthenwares, Staffordshire combed slipware, creamware, 
and hand-painted pearlware indicate substantial and long-term eighteenth-century settlement, 
and American brown stoneware, nineteenth-century underglaze porcelain and several sherds 
of white ware show that occupation continued into the nineteenth century. Brick bits suggest 
the former presence of a structure. Two quartzite flakes are the only prehistoric specimens. 


Recommendation: 

The density and temporal range of artifacts suggests that the site represents intensive 
domestic occupation and is likely to yield information important in history. JRIA 
recommends that the site is potentially eligible for nomination to the National Register of 
Historic Places. Phase II evaluation is recommended. 


44SK261 17th-19th c. Site (HV82) 
This site is a mixture of artifacts from three centuries scattered on the surface of a cultivated 
field. 

One medallion from a Rhenish bellarmine bottle 
and one English clay tobacco pipe stem with a 7/64” bore are the only evidence of 
seventeenth-century occupation. Staffordshire combed slipware and white salt-glaze 
stoneware represent the eighteenth century while pearlware, whiteware, and American brown 
stoneware date from the nineteenth century. Brick bits suggest the former presence of a 
structure. Two flakes, one quartz and one quartzite, are the only prehistoric specimens. 


Recommendation: 

The density and temporal range of artifacts, and the proximity of possibly associated sites, 
suggests that the site is likely to yield information important in prehistory. JRIA 
recommends that the site is potentially eligible for nomination to the National Register of 
Historic Places. Phase II significance evaluation is recommended. 


44SK262 19th c. Domestic Site (HV83) 


GERM large quantity of artifacts was found through surface inspection of an area 
measuring about 275’ by 150’. They include creamware, pearlware, whiteware, 
porcelaneous ceramic, Albany slip stoneware, molded solarized, aqua, cobalt, and clear glass 
and a milk glass button. Some brick and shell was also found. The artifacts indicate that the 
site records domestic occupation dating to c.1780-1900. This may be the Baines house of 
1863, the Jones house of 1887 or both. A quartzite flake and Roanoke triangular point 
suggest limited Late Woodland occupation as well. 


Recommendation: 

Evidence of late eighteenth- and early nineteenth-century occupation appears to remain intact. 
JRIA recommends that the site is potentially eligible for nomination to the National Register 
of Historic Places. Phase II evaluation is recommended. 


44SK263 Middle Woodland and 19th c. Site (HV84) 


Prehistoric material recovered through 
surface inspection includes two Stony Creek sherds, six flakes, a quartzite core, a quartzite 
preform fragment and fire-cracked rock. The prehistoric component is probably a small 
procurement camp from the Middle Woodland. Nineteenth-century specimens include 
pearlware, whiteware, Albany slip stoneware, and molded bottle glass. A blue and white 
delftware sherd suggests the possibility of limited colonial activity. 


Recommendation: 
The relative sparsity of artifacts and the destructive impact of plowing suggests that the site 


is not eligible for nomination to the National Register of Historic Places. No further work is 
recommended. 


44SK264 Late Woodland and 19th c. Site (HV85) 


, the site was rich in prehistoric material including two 
cores, two preforms and numerous flakes and fire-cracked rocks. Two simple stamped 
sherds suggest the occupation dates to the Late Woodland, when it was a resource 
procurement camp. The nineteenth-century component was manifested by pearlware, 
whiteware, Pennsylvania coarse earthenware, American brown stoneware, a "Rockingham" 
tea pot rim, a porcelaneous doll’s head, and a brass button marked "SCOVILES & CO. 
WATERBURY." The site was discovered by surface inspection of a cultivated field. 


Recommendation: 

This site appears to include a Late Woodland component, which is unusual within the project 
area. JRIA recommends that the site is potentially eligible for nomination to the National 
Register of Historic Places under Criterion D. Phase II evaluation is recommended. 


44SK265 Multicomponent Site: 17-19th c. and Prehistoric (HV86) 


GD An extensive scatter of prehistoric artifacts suggests 


occupation in the Archaic, Middle Woodland and Late Woodland periods. A possible 
Halifax, Gypsy or small Savannah River point and a Roanoke triangular point suggest 
occupation in the Middle or Late Archaic and Woodland periods. Among the 12 ceramic 
sherds collected were a Late Woodland Roanoke simple stamped, 4 Stony Creek and three 
clay-tempered sherds from the Middle Woodland and 4 shell-tempered sherds from either the 
Middle or Late Woodland. Two preforms, one of chert and one of quartzite, and 31 quartz, 
quartzite, chert or argillite flakes were also found. The site probably records repeated 
resource procurement forays. 


The historic material is equally extensive. Large bore English clay tobacco pipe stems, 


delftware, and locally-made Challis coarse earthenware indicate at least a small seventeenth- 
century presence. eighteenth-century artifacts include seven creamware fragments, 
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Staffordshire slipware, white salt-glaze stoneware, a considerable quantity of wine-bottle 
glass, many kinds of coarse earthenwares, and eleven sherds of Rhenish blue-and-gray 
stoneware. Much nineteenth-century material was also found: pearlware, Albany slip 
stoneware, American brown stoneware, whiteware, yellow ware, buttons, and more. Like 
the historic component of 44SK18, this may be the location of a house owned by Mrs. 
Baines, depicted on Soederquist 1863. 


The site was discovered by surface inspection of a cultivated field. 


Recommendation: 

The temporal range and density of artifacts suggest that the site is likely to yield information 
important in prehistory and history. JRIA recommends that the site is potentially eligible for 
nomination to the National Register of Historic Places under Criterion D. Phase II 
evaluation is recommended. 


44SK266 Prehistoric Shell Midden (HV87,424) 
This site includes a shell midden that was found exposed on the surface in a raving 
The midden is approximately 22’ by 
17’ and lies at 10° ASL. It is probably associated with one or more resource procurement 
forays, possibly with 44SK265. Shovel tests revealed a 6" accumulation of ground oyster 
shell and periwinkle shell in a black loam matrix resting on white sand. Periwinkle shells, 
fire-cracked rock, flakes and Middle Woodland Stony Creek pottery sherds were noted on the 
surface of a low mound south of the midden. The site has not been plowed. However, 
surface run-off, evidenced by a fresh gully through the ravine, may not only have revealed 
the site, but redeposited some of the materials (Figs. 28, 30). 


Recommendation: 

Artifactual evidence, intact stratigraphy and proximity to other potentially significant 
prehistoric sites suggests that the site may yield information important in prehistory. JRIA 
recommends that the site is potentially eligible for nomination to the National Register of 
Historic Places under Criterion D. Phase II evaluation is recommended. 


44SK267 18th c. and Middle Woodland Site (HV88,423) 
This site was located by shovel tests 
eae, 
GD The site probably represents a Middle Woodland resource procurement camp 
and ephemeral activity in the last quarter of the eighteenth century. Prehistoric material 
recovered includes nine ceramics dating to the Middle Woodland (Stony Creek and clay- 
tempered sherds among them), a quartzite scraper, and several quartzite flakes and fire- 
cracked rocks. Three eighteenth-century artifacts were also found: a fragment of an English 
clay tobacco pipe stem, a sherd of Pennsylvania iron glaze coarseware and, approximately 
100’ east of the main concentration, a sherd of pearlware. The site measures about 125’ by 
60’. Stratigraphic profiles revealed natural soil development (Figure 28). 
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Recommendation: 

The artifacts and intact stratigraphy suggest that the site is likely to yield information in 
prehistory. JRIA recommends that the site is potentially eligible for nomination to the 
National Register of Historic Places under Criterion D. Phase II evaluation is recommended. 


44SK268 Middle Woodland Procurement Site (HV89) 


GD = The site apparently records resource procurement, probably 
during the Middle Woodland period. Here, in an area measuring about 50’ by 50’, 50’ 
interval shovel tests yielded two sherds of aboriginal pottery -- one Stony Creek and one 
shell-tempered -- a few quartzite flakes, and three pieces of fire-cracked rock. Subsequent 
75’ interval tests encountered no cultural specimens. Stratigraphic profiles revealed natural 
soil development (Figure 28). 


Recommendation: 
The lack of artifactual evidence suggests that the site is not eligible for nomination to the 
National Register of Historic Places. No further work is recommended. 


44SK269 Early 20th c. House (HV90) 
An abandoned house still stand 

The house seems to have been built early in the 
twentieth century. The house includes a two-story main structure and a nearly contemporary 
shed addition, all resting on piers of machine-made brick. The eaves and main support 
beams of the house revealed doweled, mortice and tenon joints. The walls are lath and 
plaster covered by dry wall. Cut nails were observed but were far outnumbered by wire 
nails. A dense scatter of twentieth-century refuse lies on the surface and in the topsoil 
surrounding the house. A former road, boat ramp, a possible well and a surface 
concentration of bricks and cinder blocks are undoubtedly associated with the house. 
Original stratigraphy is preserved outside of the obvious features (Figure 28). 


Recommendation: 

This site is not particularly distinctive, and other similar resources exist in better states of 
preservation. JRIA recommends that the site is not eligible for nomination to the National 
Register of Historic Places. No further work is recommended. 


44SK270 Prehistoric Procurement Site (HV91) 

The site likely records ephemeral prehistoric 
activity, probably resource procurement. Two stages of shovel testing yielded one quartzite 
flake, five fire-cracked rocks and oyster shell. Stratigraphic profiles revealed a 12" plow 
zone (Figure 28). 

Recommendation: 
Artifactual evidence is limited, and the stratigraphic integrity of the site has been 
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compromised by plowing. JRIA recommends that the site is not eligible for nomination to 
the National Register of Historic Places. No further work is recommended. 


44SK271 Middle Woodland Procurement Site 92 
Two shovel tests in the woods here, 25’ apart, yielded one 


piece of Stony Creek gravel-tempered, cord-marked pottery and several oyster shells. 
Stratigraphic profiles revealed a sparse scatter of oyster shells in an 11" plowzone of tan 
sand mottled with gray loam. The site seems to be a very small procurement camp from the 
Middle Woodland period. 


Recommendation: 

Artifactual evidence is limited, and the stratigraphic integrity of the site has been 
compromised by plowing. JRIA recommends that the site is not eligible for nomination to 
the National Register of Historic Places. No further work is recommended. 


44SK272 Late 19th c. Site 93 


In the first stage, seven of seven shovel tests in 

an area of about 40’ by 40’ yielded specimens including brick, machine molded light green, 
amber and clear bottle glass, whiteware and several cut nails. Metal detection of the same 
area produced a brass military button post-dating 1830. In the second stage, one of six 
shovel tests returned brick. Further visual inspection of the opposite slope of a ravine west 
of the original artifacts revealed a brick pier and collapsed tin roof that are probably 
associated with the site. The site probably represents a small, non-domestic structure from 
the late nineteenth century. 


Recommendation: 

This site is not distinctive, and many similar resources exist in far better states of 
preservation. JRIA recommends that the site is not eligible for nomination to the National 
Register of Historic Places. No further work is recommended. 

44SK291 


19th c. Domestic Site 115 


include whiteware saucer 
base and rim fragments, pressed glass, molded aqua bottle glass fragments (the base of a 
Rumford baking powder bottle among them), clear glass, an iron hinge, cut nails, a 
sandstone tile, brick fragments, and oyster shell. A small dwelling probably stood on the 
site between 1820 and 1900. This may be the remains of an Ames house, which was located 
along the precursor to Route 624 (Soederquist 1863). Several houses are attributed to Ames 
on the same map, so this one may have been leased to tenants. 
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Recommendation: 

This site is not distinctive and other similar resources exist in better states of preservation. 
JRIA recommends that the site is not eligible for nomination to the National Register of 
Historic Places. No further work is recommended. 


44SK292_—‘:19th c. Domestic Site (HV116) 


A collapsed chimney and 
brick piers or foundations are still visible on the surface. Shovel tests in an area of about 
60’ by 60’ around the ruins yielded evidence of nineteenth-century occupation: a whiteware 
plate rim, window glass, molded clear, solarized and aqua glass, cut nails, and the base of a 
glass tumbler. The structure was probably a small dwelling between 1840 and 1900. Like 
44SK291 this may been occupied by the Ames or, more likely, their tenants in the mid- 
nineteenth century. 


Recommendation: 

This site is not distinctive, and similar resources exist in better states of preservation. JRIA 
recommends that the site is not eligible for nomination to the National Register of Historic 
Places. No further work is recommended. 


44SK293 Early 20th c. Industrial Site (HV117) 


consists of an L-shaped ditch and a surrounding concentration of brick and sand mortar. 
Both legs of the ditch are 20’long, 8’ to 10’ wide, and about 2.5’ deep. The brick and 
mortar is concentrated along the inside of the "L" and in the bottom of the ditch. An iron 
pipe protrudes from the bottom of the ditch. No domestic debris of any sort was found in 
shovel tests within and around the feature. 


Recommendation: 

This site is not distinctive, and similar resources exist in better states of preservation. JRIA 
recommends that the site is not eligible for nomination to the National Register of Historic 
Places. No further work is recommended. 


44SK295 Middle Woodland Procurement Site (HV118)

GD In the first stage, three of 12 shovel tests in an area of 


about 40’ by 60’ yielded one Liberty Hill net-impressed sherd, one piece of fire-cracked 
sandstone and one chert cobble. Shovel tests in the second stage failed to return cultural 
specimens. The site probably records an ephemeral episode of resource procurement in the 
Middle Woodland period. Soil profiles revealed an 11" plow zone. 


Recommendation: 


Artifactual evidence is limited, and the stratigraphic integrity of the site has been 
compromised by plowing. JRIA recommends that the site is not eligible for nomination to 
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the National Register of Historic Places. No further work is recommended. 
44SK296 19th c. Domestic Site (HV119) 


In the first stage, five of six shovel tests yielded a 
whiteware saucer rim, molded bottle glass, cut nails, an iron spring, a ceramic drainage tile 
and window glass. Shovel tests in the second stage failed to return cultural specimens. All 
the artifacts date to c.1820-1900 and suggest a small dwelling, probably a tenant house, stood 
here in that period. 


Recommendation: 

This site is not distinctive, and similar resources exist in far better states of preservation. 
JRIA recommends that the site is not eligible for nomination to the National Register of 
Historic Places. No further work is recommended. 


44SK297 19th and 20th c. Domestic Site (HV120) 
This site consists of a very broad scatter of nineteenth- and twentieth-century debris > 
Nearby standing buildings are likely 
associated with much of the material. Shovel tests in this area, which measures about 400’ 
by 250’ and averages 17’ASL, yielded whiteware, wine bottle glass, window glass, unglazed 
coarse earthenware, nail fragments, roofing tiles, and other evidence of nineteenth- and 
twentieth-century occupation. The site may include domestic and agricultural structures that 
were located in this vicinity, on what was then Ames property, in the late nineteenth century 
(Sykes and Gwathmey 1887). A single Stony Creek net-impressed rimsherd provided the 
only evidence of prehistoric, in this case Middle Woodland, activity. 


Recommendation: 

This site is not distinctive, and similar resources exist in better states of preservation. JRIA 
recommends that the site is not eligible for nomination to the National Register of Historic 
Places. No further work is recommended. 


44SK298 19th c. Site (HV121) 


GD Shovel tests in an area measuring about 25’ by 50’, and ranging from 10’ to 14’ASL, 
produced evidence of nineteenth-century occupation: a fragment of a whiteware chamber 
pot, brown glass, and cut nails. The site may be scatter, or possibly a small structure, 
associated with 44SK297, which lies at the top of the slope. 


Recommendation: 

This site is not distinctive, and similar resources exist in better states of preservation. JRIA 
recommends that the site is not eligible for nomination to the National Register of Historic 
Places. No further work is recommended. 
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44SK310 19th c. Domestic Site (HV15) 


Shovel tests revealed a light scatter of brick, 
shell and nineteenth-century artifacts, including whiteware, window glass and a two-tined 
iron fork, in an area measuring 220’ by 100’. Brick and charred wood may be the remnants 
of a small dwelling that was built, occupied and destroyed in the nineteenth century. Two 
Pennsylvania coarseware sherds, an English Brown stoneware bottle fragment and wine 
bottle glass fragments suggest activity in the early nineteenth or eighteenth century, while a 
single chert flake records a limited prehistoric presence. 


Recommendation: 

The site was significantly disturbed by the excavation of a sand pit. JRIA recommends that 
the site is not eligible for nomination to the National Register of Historic Places. No further 
work is recommended. 


44SK333 Microband Base Camp (HV161) 


GED The site is large, measuring about 300’ by 
250’. Surface inspection of a cultivated field revealed a wide scatter of flakes, fire-cracked 
rock and shell. The artifacts reflect a wide range of subsistence activities, and the size and 
density of the scatter suggest occupation by relatively large social groups. Its location at the 
jucture of first order streams is consistent with prehistoric fission/fusion settlement models. 
The site is likely a microband base camp. The period of occupation is as yet unknown, but 
if it is associated with nearby resources it probably dates to the Middle Woodland. 


The shell is heavily concentrated in a small area in the center of the site that likely represents 
a plowed midden. Near the site’s eastern edge is a concentration of flakes, possibly a lithic 
work area. One aboriginal ceramic sherd and one quartzite biface were also found. A 
grooved stone axe found in a field about 100 yards to the west may be associated with the 
site. 


Recommendation: 

The density and range of prehistoric artifacts suggests the site may be likely to yield 
information important in prehistory. Thus, it is potentially eligible to the National Register 
of Historic Places under criterion D. Phase II evaluation is recommended. 


44SK334 Woodland Procurement Site (HV163) 


Surface inspection of a cultivated field 
revealed a sparse scatter of flakes, including two of chert. Two aboriginal ceramic sherds 
were also found. The site appears to represent one or more resource procurement forays. 
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Recommendation: 
Limited artifacts and plowzone disturbance suggest the site is not likely to be eligible to the 
National Register of Historic Places. No further work is recommended. 


44SK335 18th-19th c. Site (HV167) 


Water lies 
40’ below. Surface inspection revealed a very light scatter of brick and shell, defining the 
site’s perimeters. Artifacts collected include eighteenth-century white salt-glazed stoneware, 
Rhenish stoneware, Buckley earthenware and English clay tobacco pipe fragments. Sherds of 
creamware, pearlware, and whiteware suggest occupation of the site continued through the 
1770s and into the 1820s. 


Recommendation: 
Limited artifactual evidence suggests the the site is not eligible for nomination to the National 
Register of Historic Places. No further work is recommended. 


44SK336 Multicomponent Site: 17th-19th c. and Prehistoric (HV168) 


Fire- 
cracked rock, debitage, Stony Creek pottery, a projectile point, a broken biface and what 
appears to be either a crude axe or a preform for a more refined stone tool suggests this may 
have been a Middle Woodland period resource procurement camp. Historic artifacts include 
examples ranging from seventeenth century locally-made tobacco pipe fragments to 
nineteenth century whiteware and aqua colored glass and indicate long term historic 
occupation. 


Recommendation: 

The temporal range of diagnostics suggests that the site represents a lengthy occupation. 
JRIA recommends that the site is potentially eligible for nomination to the National Register 
of Historic Places under Criterion D. Phase II evaluation is recommended. 


44SK337 Multicomponent Site: Early 20th c. and Prehistoric (HV169)

by surface inspection, a light scatter of fire-cracked rock and debitage mark the probable 
location of a small prehistoric procurement camp. Brick, puce and aqua glass, porcelaneous 
and white wares, and a 1904 Indian head penny evidence early twentieth-century occupation 
of the same area.

Limited artifactual evidence and plowzone disturbance suggests that neither component is 
eligible for nomination to the National Register of Historic Places. No further work is

44SK338 Prehistoric Procurement Site (HV170)

yielded two flakes, a fire-cracked rock and a single sherd of lead-glazed earthenware. 
Shovel testing in and around the area of the artifacts failed to recover more specimens or 
determine site limits. The site appears to record ephemeral activity, both historic and 
prehistoric. 


Recommendation: 
Limited artifactual evidence suggests that the site is not eligible for nomination to the 
National Register of Historic Places. No further work is recommended. 


44SK339 Woodland Procurement and Historic Industrial Site (HV171) 


Shovel tests of an overgrown fallow field returned one unidentifiable aboriginal ceramic 
sherd and a few flakes and fire-cracked rocks interspersed with large amounts of coal, slag 
and other industrial by-products. This appears to have been a Woodland period procurement 
site contaminated by a nineteenth- or twentieth-century industrial site. 


Recommendation: 

The prehistoric component appears to be significantly disturbed by the more recent industrial 
component. JRIA recommends that the site is not eligible to the National Register of 
Historic Places. No further work is recommended. 


44SK340 Prehistoric Midden Impacted Historic ae (HV173) 


Shovel tests revealed only a few thin areas 
of undisturbed stratigraphy beneath the plowzone of a fallow field. Recovered artifacts were 
predominantly nineteenth and twentieth century and included a “Tower’s Patented Wire 
Fastener", a brass harmonica reed, a lead seal, two hand-wrought nails and several cut nails. 
This is likely a prehistoric shell midden, which has been disturbed by repeated plowing and 
later occupation. 


Recommendation: 

The prehistoric component appears to be significantly disturbed by historic activity. JRIA 
recommends that the site is not eligible for nomination to the National Register of Historic 
Places. No further work is recommended. 


44SK341 Late 18th/19th Century Site (HV174)

Surface inspection supplemented by metal detection located a Britannica button, a plain brass 
button and several cut nails. Only a brass utensil handle was collected. The limits of the 
site were not defined. 


Recommendation: 
Limited artifactual evidence suggests that the site is not eligible for nomination to the 
National Register of Historic Places.

44SK342 Late 18th/19th c. Site (HV177) 


The site measures 175’ by 150’. Surface inspection supplemented 
by metal detection located two wrought nails, several cut nails and a sherd of pearlware.

44SK345 Early 20th c. Railroad-Related Site (HV180) 
A concentration of railroad spikes and nuts, 
ass. probably associated with early twentieth-century railroad activity, perhaps with the 
abandoned line to Pig Point QD to the east. The line was established between 
the 1920’s and early 1940’s; the site is probably contemporary with it. The site measures 
75’ by 100’, lies at 18’ASL and was defined through a combination of surface inspection and 
metal detection. 


Recommendation: 
The limited research potential of this site suggests that it is not eligible for nomination to the 
National Register of Historic Places. No further work is recommended. 


44SK346 20th c. Site (HV181) 


, contained a heavy concentration of twentieth-century 
diagnostics, brick and shell and a few widely scattered pieces of fire-cracked rock and 
debitage. The site’s dimensions of 600’ by 100’ were determined through a combination of 
metal detection and surface inspection. It averages 17’ASL. 


Recommendation: 

The sparsity of prehistoric artifacts and the extent of plowzone disturbance suggests that 
neither component is eligible for nomination to the National Register of Historic Places. No 
further work is recommended. 


44SK347 Woodland Procurement Site (HV182) 
A single sherd of unidentifiable aboriginal pottery and a single piece of debitage suggest 
Woodland-period occupation Qa Low visibility 
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prevented a determination of the limits and density of the site by surface inspection, and no 
other artifacts were retrieved through shovel testing. 


Recommendation: 

Limited artifactual evidence and significant plowzone disturbance suggest that the site is not 
eligible for nomination to the National Register of Historic Places. No further work is 
recommended.

Sherds of pearlware, porcelaneous 
hollowware and a molton glass fragment suggest limited use of the area in the nineteenth 
century. The site was discovered through surface inspection of a cultivated field. 
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Recommendation: 

This site appears to retain enough stratigraphic integrity to yield information important in the 
Archaic period of prehistory. JRIA recommends that the site is potentially eligible for 
nomination to the National Register of Historic Places under criteria D. Phase II evaluation 
is recommended. 


44SK351 Multicomponent Site: 17th-20th and Prehistoric (HV202) 


Scattered brick, window glass and ceramics dating 
from the late seventeenth to the mid-nineteenth century were found through surface 
inspection of a cultivated field and indicate sustained domestic occupation of this site for a 
period of 200 years or more. Among diagnostic materials were seventeenth-century Rhenish 
stoneware; eighteenth-century Pennsylvania coarseware, white salt glazed stoneware, and 
creamware; nineteenth-century American brown stoneware, whiteware, window glass and 
wine bottle glass; and twentieth-century whiteware and glass fragments. The site may be 
associated with the house of O. Jones, depicted in the vicinity in 1863 (Soederquist 1863) or 
with the later Ames occupation (Sykes and Gwathmey 1887). Two quartzite flakes and four 
fire-cracked rocks suggest it may also have been a prehistoric procurement camp. 


Recommendation: 

The temporal range and density of artifacts suggest that the site is likely to yield information 
important in both prehistory and history. JRIA recommends that the site is potentially 
eligible for nomination to the National Register of Historic Places. Phase II evaluation is 
recommended. 


44SK352 Multicomponent Site: 18th-19th c. and Prehistoric (HV203) 


It measures only 25’ by 20’ and contains a mix of historic ceramics 
dating to the late eighteenth and nineteenth centuries -- including American brown stoneware, 
creamware, pearlware and whiteware -- as well as prehistoric lithics. This appears to be the 
site of limited prehistoric, late colonial and early federal activity. The site was discovered 
through surface inspection of a cultivated field. 


Recommendation: 

The limited artifactual evidence and significant plowzone disturbance suggest that the site is 
not eligible for nomination to the National Register of Historic Places. No further work is 
recommended. 


44SK353 Multicomponent Site: 19th c. and Prehistoric (HV204) 


Surface inspection revealed a light artifactual scatter measuring 400’ by 
100’. Ceramics, which include blue shell-edged and transfer print pearlware, whiteware, 
American and English brown stoneware, English majolica and mocha suggest nineteenth- 
century (and possibly late eighteenth-century) occupation, as do brick, wine bottle glass, 
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solarized glass, milk glass and a clay marble. A sherd of shell-tempered aboriginal pottery 
and two pieces of fire-cracked rock suggests this was also the site of limited Middle or Late 
Woodland resource procurement. 


Recommendation: 

The limited artifactual evidence and significant plowzone disturbance suggest that the site is 
not eligible for nomination to the National Register of Historic Places. No further work is 
recommended. 


44SK354 Prehistoric Site with a Colonial Scatter (HV205) 


Two lithic tools, three flakes, one fire-cracked rock and one aboriginal ceramic sherd were 
recovered, while a moderate accumulation of shell and the tip of a chert projectile point were 
observed. This may have been a resource procurement camp. A light scatter of brick 
suggests historic activity, which diagnostics date to two separate periods. The seventeenth- 
century artifacts include a Spanish coarseware costrel fragment and a sherd of Rhenish brown 
stoneware, while pearlware and American brown stoneware are from the nineteenth century. 


Recommendation: 

The temporal range of the artifacts suggests that the site, particularly the prehistoric 
component, offers significant research potential. JRIA recommends that the site is 
potentially eligible for nomination to the National Register of Historic Places under Criterion 
D. Phase II evaluation is recommended. 


44SK355 Multicomponent Site: Late 18th-19th c. and Prehistoric (HV206) 


covers an area measuring 250’ by 350’ on top of a 17’ASL rise. Brick was found in 
abundance on the south slope of the rise, suggesting a sizeable structure once stood here. 
Most of the artifacts recovered, including puce, blue and embossed clear bottle glass and 
white ware, date to the mid or late nineteenth century, the period of Ames ownership. 
Creamware and pearlware sherds were also found, which date, respectively, to the third and 
fourth quarters of the eighteenth century. A scatter of flakes and fire-cracked rock indicates 
occupation of the site began in the prehistoric era, when it was a procurement camp. The 
site was discovered through surface inspection of a cultivated field. 


Recommendation: 

The most sizeable component of the site represents a period for which better preserved 
examples exist. JRIA recommends that the site is not eligible for nomination to the National 
Register of Historic Places. No further work is recommended. 


44SK356 Late 18th-19th c. Site (HV207) 


GHD It measures 50’ in diameter and was manifested as a light surface scatter of brick, 
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shell and ceramics in a cultivated field. Pearlware is, by far, the most abundant material, 
but creamware, yellowware and American blue and gray stoneware also occur. This 
suggests this site dates to c.1770-1850. A light scatter of fire-cracked rock suggests limited 
prehistoric occupation as well. The site was discovered through surface inspection of a 
cultivated field. 


Recommendation: 

The limited artifactual evidence and extensive plowzone disturbance suggest that the site is 
not eligible for nomination to the National Register of Historic Places. No further work is 
recommended. 


44SK357 Archaic and Possible Woodland Site with a Historic Scatter (HV208) 


It measures 200’ by 100’ and lies 100’ from water. A rich array 
of prehistoric lithics includes unworked stone, fire-cracked rock, 18 quartzite flakes, two 
quartzite bifaces, and three projectile points. The points include a Savannah River Point and 
what appears to be either a Chesapeake Diamond or a Rossville Point. These artifacts 
indicate aboriginal occupation may have begun as early as 5000 B.C. and continued to 1000 
A.D. This site was probably a recurrently occupied microband base camp during the Middle 
to Late Archaic period. Occupation may have also recurred during the Early and Middle 
Woodland periods. 


A scatter of brick, window glass and late eighteenth and nineteenth century ceramics 
(including creamware, pearlware and whiteware) indicates limited historic use of the same 
area. The site was located through surface inspection of a cultivated field. 


Recommendation: 

The temporal range of artifacts suggests that the site may yield information important in 
prehistory. JRIA recommends that the site is potentially eligible for nomination to the 
National Register of Historic Places under Criterion D. Phase II evaluation is recommended. 


44SK358 _18th c. Domestic Site (HV209) 


The site measures 
350’ by 200’. Artifacts include Rhenish, English white salt glazed, English brown and 
American brown stonewares, creamware, pearlware and porcelain as well as wine bottle 
glass, window glass and a fragment of a brick flooring tile.

A moderate amount of brick and shell, a wide range of 
eighteenth-century and early nineteenth-century ceramics (including American blue and gray, 
American Brown and English brown stonewares, coarseware, creamware, pearlware, 
polychrome delftware and porcelain) and a fragment of a brick floor tile suggest this may 
mark the location of a small building associated with the nearby 44SK360. 


Recommendation: 

Artifactual evidence and the proximity of the site to a contemporary site of potential 
significance suggest that this site may yield information important in prehistory. JRIA 
recommends that the site is potentially eligible for nomination to the National Register of 
Historic Places. Phase II evaluation is recommended. 


44SK360 18th and 19th c. Domestic Site (HV211) 
A heavy concentration of brick, shell and diagnostic artifacts indicate occupation from the 


early eighteenth century to the middle of the nineteenth century. GD 


Buckley and other coarse 
earthenwares, delftware, English white salt glazed, Rhenish, English and American brown 
and American blue and gray stonewares, creamware, pearlware, porcelain, whiteware, 
porcelaneous ware, local and English tobacco pipe fragments, wine and pharmaceutical bottle 
glass and a pan tile fragment are among the artifacts that suggest domestic occupation of this 
site began before 1750 and continued for perhaps more than 100 years. 


Recommendation: 

The density and temporal range of artifacts suggest that this site may yield information 
important in history. JRIA recommends that the site may be eligible for nomination to the 
National Register of Historic Places under Criterion D. Phase II evaluation is recommended.

contains evidence of historic and prehistoric occupation. A quartzite biface, several flakes, a 
light scatter of fire-cracked rock and a moderate concentration of shell suggest this 200’ by 
100’ section of a slope may have been a prehistoric procurement camp. Brick, North Devon 
coarse gravel-tempered coarseware, Rhenish brown stoneware, wine bottle glass and several 
English clay tobacco pipe fragments represent a limited component from the eighteenth 
century. The site was located through surface inspection of a cultivated field. 


Recommendation: 

The temporal range and density of artifacts suggest that the site may yield important 
information. JRIA recommends that the site is potentially eligible for nomination to the 
National Register of Historic Places under criterion D. Phase II evaluation is recommended.

sparse scatter of artifacts defined an area SO’ in diameter and included examples ranging 
from prehistoric flakes and fire-cracked rock through eighteenth-century local pipe stem and 
creamware to nineteenth-century pearlware, but did not suggest significant occupation in any 
single period.

The temporal range and density of artifacts suggest the site may yield information important 
in prehistory. JRIA recommends that the site is potentially eligible for nomination to the 
National Register of Historic Places under criterion D. Phase II evaluation is recommended.

A partial point and debitage imply that 
limited prehistoric activity, probably related to resource procurement, also occurred at this 
site. This sparse artifactual scatter was located through surface inspection of a cultivated 
field. 


Recommendation: 

Limited artifactual evidence and extensive plowzone disturbance suggest that the site is not 
eligible for nomination to the National Register of Historic Places.

Recommendation: 

Several more extensive and better preserved middens are located in the vicinity. JRIA 
recommends that the site is not eligible for nomination to the National Register of Historic 
Places. No further work is recommended.

pO The site includes a small concentration of whole oyster 


shell visible on the ground surface. A shovel test within the surface concentration revealed it 
to be shallow, limited to the 3" accumulation of black sandy loam topsoil. The test also 
disclosed a tent stake within the concentration, suggesting the shell is associated with a 
twentieth-century camping area, which is also manifested by several nearby collapsed picnic 
tables. A piece of modern shot discovered east of the shell concentration appears to evidence 
unrelated twentieth-century activity. 


Recommendation: 

The site appears to be associated with activity conducted within the last 25 years. JRIA 
recommends that the site is not eligible for nomination to the National Register of Historic 
Places. No further work is recommended.

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CONCLUSION 


The Phase I survey of the Harbour View tract represents the largest, most intensive 
archaeological investigation to date in southeastern Virginia. A total of 176 archaeological 
sites were identified as a result of this survey, providing not only a management document, 
but also a comprehensive inventory of localized cultural resources in a portion of a rapidly 
changing area, throughout which such resources are in increasing danger from residential and 
economic development. Seventy-seven of these sites are recommended for Phase II 
evaluation. Phase II evaluation has already been conducted for four of them, and Phase III 
data recovery for a fifth is nearing completion. The sites, their temporal associations, and 
recommendations for their further study are listed in Table 1. 


Native American sites from the Middle Archaic through the Proto-Historic/Contact period 
are represented within the survey area. Sites from all historic temporal contexts are also 
present. Sites from the Antebellum period and the period of Reconstruction and Growth are 
most prevalent historic resources. There are also a large number of sites from the 
seventeenth century, a period best understood through archaeological investigation given the 
rarity of surviving documentary sources. 


Of the 109 archaeological sites identified, 72 contained prehistoric components and 85 
manifested historic components. Both prehistoric and historic sites are predominantly located 
on Kalmia and Nansemond soils, with an expected preference for the better-drained and 
generally more level Kalmia soils. Prehistoric procurement sites, representing limited 
subsistence forays, and refuse middens sometimes occur on Nansemond side slopes too steep 
to invite sustained prehistoric or historic occupation. Poorly-drained soils within the 
Nansemond-Kalmia association, including Levy, Dragston and Wahee soils, reveal cultural 
activity exclusively as refuse repositories and contain both prehistoric and historic middens 
(for example, at 44SK191). However, these middens are undoubtedly associated with nearby 
habitation areas on more desirable landforms and soils. 


The only cultural activity in the vicinity of the swampy Weston fine sandy loam that covers 
poorly-drained interior lowlands was exhibited by isolated or widely scattered prehistoric 

artifacts (HV420), nineteenth- or twentieth-century domestic sites (44SK291 and 44SK292), 
which lay on high ground near its border, and a twentieth-century industrial site (44SK293). 


The results of the attribution of prehistoric diagnostic ceramics and points by Paul Green 
were largely in keeping with regional models, but provided some surprises. Projectile points 
indicate a fairly representative and “continuous" use of the land by Native Americans from 
the Early Archaic through the Late Woodland. Ceramics likewise suggest activity in the 
Early, Middle and Late Woodland. But an overwhelming majority, 93.6 percent, of 
ceramics analyzed are of Middle Woodland types. The small number of Early Woodland 
types, 2.3 percent, is not uncommon, but the near absence of Late Woodland diagnostics, 
4.1 percent, is unusual and unexpected. However, it could suggest that settlements in this 
period of intensive agriculture were clustered in a few well situated areas. None of the 
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historically named Algonkian villages in Tidewater Virginia, likely locations for Late 
Woodland sites, lies within the survey area so Late Woodland occupation may have been 
concentrated elsewhere. Middle Woodland occupation may have consisted of uniformly 
smaller, more widely dispersed settlements, as appears to be the case within the survey area. 


At Harbour View, most of the sites with assigned periods are identified as Middle Woodland 
camps. Second in frequency are Archaic camps, many of which appear to have been 
reoccupied in Woodland times. Both Early and Late Woodland camps appear infrequently. 


The relative paucity of Late Woodland sites--only procurement forays seem to be 
represented--may eventually allow considerable light to be cast on earlier settlement patterns, 
especially those of the Middle Woodland. Earlier Woodland and Archaic components are 
often confused or obscured by Late Woodland reoccupation. In the near absence of later 
prehistoric resources, interpretations of earlier activity may be less problematic. However, 
historic reoccupation of many of Harbour View’s prehistoric sites may draw its own veil 
over such attempts. 


The results of the Phase I survey suggest the local settlement pattern is in keeping with 
predictive coastal settlement models (summarized in Custer 1988). Larger macroband base 
camps, long-term or recurrent seasonal settlements of several families, were expected at the 
junctions of freshwater streams and estuaries. Extensive middens are good indications of that 
level of occupation. The most extensive midden, 44SK18 

The several discreet middens at 44SK191, the 
site with the second largest concentration of oyster shell 


Diagnostics suggest 
the main components of both of these sites date to the Middle Woodland. 


Some smaller middens and lithic, ceramic and shell scatters may be associated with smaller 
microband base camps supporting fewer families. Even smaller, more limited concentrations 
and scatters of artifacts, especially those lining the points along the interior shores of the 
creeks and streams, are most frequently Middle Woodland procurement sites, locations of 
short-term subsistence activities and forays. Resources such as the cluster of sites along the 
north shore of the dammed branch of Hoffler Creek may represent a series of Middle 
Woodland procurement forays or evidence scattered activity areas and middens associated 
with a central base camp. Further testing should include attempts to define more clearly the 
functional and temporal relationship among the Middle Woodland sites through selective 
sampling of the various site types and locations.

Middle, Late, and, less frequently, Early Archaic points were discovered in the same 
locations as some middens containing Woodland diagnostics. This suggests components of 
some of these sites include Archaic macroband or microband base camps: large or small 
semi-permanent groupings of semi-nomadic Archaic foragers. The diagnostic evidence of 
multiple occupations of such sites is consistent with settlement models, which predict 
reoccupation of optimal locations. Diagnostic points suggest some of the large lithic scatters 
at Harbour View may also record Archaic activity. However, within the survey area, as in 
general, evidence allows only broad speculation about Early Woodland and Archaic 
settlement patterns. 


Historic settlement appears to follow established patterns. Like their Native American 
predecessors, colonial settlers established themselves on well-drained terraces in close 
proximity to water. Like the prehistoric sites, all of the seventeenth and eighteenth century 
sites, and most of the later ones, lie within 200 meters of water. 


- Most of these seventeenth-century sites contain both prehistoric 
and later historic components; all of them contain one or the other. Moreover, seventeenth- 
century sites, like prehistoric ones, are notably absent from the head of the central branch of 
West Creek. The first arrivals apparently took the most desirable locations, and if they did 
not make them prosper or at least suffice, later arrivals did. Most of these sites also include 
elements of eighteenth-century plantations or nineteenth-century farmsteads. Some, like 
44SK226, contain copious evidence of both and an apparent continuum of diagnostics, 
suggesting an evolution from frontier settlement to backwater farm. 


Nineteenth-century artifact assemblages, some with associated late eighteenth-century 
elements, are the most prevalent historic resource in the survey area. This reflects regional 
trends in population growth and movement into what had been considered undesirable areas, 
prompted in part by the shift from tobacco to peanuts and truck farming as regional 
economic staples and the increasing reliance on chemical fertilization and liming to increase 
the fertility of formerly marginally productive soils. It also correlates with the early 
cartographic depictions of public roads, which were south of the survey area in the late 
eighteenth century and within it by the second quarter of the nineteenth century. The inland 
location of a number of these sites may also be explained by the increasing presence of and 
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reliance on overland roadways. The locations of twentieth-century sites such as 44SK345 
may be similarly explained by the expansion of the local railroad network in the late 
nineteenth and early twentieth centuries. 


That the survey area remained within an economic “backwater” for at least two centuries, 
and by some estimations to the present day, does not diminish its research value. Rather, 
given the archaeological verification of domestic sites within the parcel, it offers an 
opportunity for the study or preservation of resources that are probably associated with 
largely undocumented lives lived outside the economic mainstream of the region, including 
African Americans and poor whites.
